SWASHINGTON, May 19 
(AP). — The South, and the 
Western states east of the 
Rocky Mountains, today won 
their long fight for parity 
with the East in basic freight 


rates. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission ordered, in effect, that 
as soon as schedules can be pre- 
pared an article moving by rail- 
road freight shall take the same 
rate classification regardless of 
where it starts and stops. This 
applied even to the far Western 
states. 

The commission directed also 
that uniform class rates be estab- 
lished for the whole territory east 
of the Rockies, effectually elim- 
inating present territorial divi- 
sions. The Far West had not 
petitioned for that change. 

Rate classification is one thing; 
class rates another. Classification 
refers to an article’s description. 
Rates mean, of course, the charge 
for carrying the articles. In clas- 
sifying a product, various factors 
such as weight, amounts and the 
like enter in to complicate the 
procedure. 

Affects Only Class Rates. 

Only class rates were affected. 


In general, articles moving under | 


class rates are those of the same 
general character, which are 
placed in a class and where the 
shipment is not large enough to 
demand a commodity rate. These 
customarily include such things 
as shoes, watches and other manu- 
factured articles, 

The great volume of freight 
moves under commodity rates. 
These apply; principally to car- 
load shipments of a single or 
closely related commodities being 
moved at a specified price for a 
specified haul. Products usually 
moved on commodity rates are 
such things as coal, lumber, grain, 
cotton and sand, * 

The commission recommended 
that a class rate scale approxi- 
mately 15 per cent higher than 
the present first class rates of 
Eastern territory be established as 
a base. This means an increase in

INQUIRY INTO MEAT 
SHORTAGE HERE

An inquiry will be made by the 
Office of Price Administration to 
determine whether the shortage of 
meat in St, Louis is the result of 
OPA regulations as charged by 
small packers, Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann announced yesterday. 

The announcement came after 
A. L. Erickson, chief of the Meat 


Division of the OPA at Washing- 
ton, called the Mayor by long- 
distance telephone in response to 
an appeal sent to President Tru- 
man Friday asking the President's 
‘assistance in getting such an in- 
'quiry started with a view of alle- 
‘viating the critical shortage of 
meat here. 

The OPA enforcement division 
will investigate the charges made 
'by local small packers that 90 per 
‘cent of the cattle consigned to the 
‘local market are purchased by 
Eastern buyers and eventually 
‘sold in black markets in New 
York and New Jersey, Erickson 
told the Mayor. 

Hospitals Hard Hit.

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP).—

WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP).— 
Officials here take the view that 
Premier Joseph Stalin’s declara- 
tion that the Warsaw government 
must be the “basic core” of any 
expanded Polish government did 
not necessarily widen Allied differ- 
ences over the Polish question. 
They pointed out that the Russian 
pronouncement stressed that there 


should be no deviation from the 
Yalta agreement on Poland. 

Meanwhile, they said, the United 
States still lacks specific informa- 
tion from the Russian Govern- 
ment—requested by Secretary of 
State Stettinius and Britain’s For- 
eign Minister Anthony Eden—on 
the 16 Polish leaders Moscow an- 
nounced had been arrested for di- 
versionist activity behind Red 
Army lines. 

Officials declared that Stalin’s 
citation of Yugoslavia as an ex- 
ample of how the Polish question 
should be solved was difficult to 
apply practically. The two cases 
are hardly comparable, they said, 
becaus Yugoslavs got together to 
form a national government, 
whereas the Warsaw Polish Gov- 
ernment and the Polish Govern- 
ment-in-Exile in London have not 
done so despite repeated efforts 
to bring them together. 

There was no particular ques- 
tion; these Washington officials 
said, about the® extent to which 
the Warsaw group should be the 
“basic core” of the new govern- 
ment which Premier Stalin called 
for. It has been understood since 
Yalta, they added, that the War- 
saw group would figure prominent- 
ly in whatever Polish Government 
evolved. 


STALIN STANDS PAT 
ON WARSAW GROUP

MOSCOW, May 19 (AP).—Pre- 
mier Stalin in a public statement 
on the difficult Polish question 
gaid today that the recent arrest 
of 16 Polish leaders had “no con- 
nection with the question of the 
reconstruction of the Polish Pro- 
wvisional Government,” an adminis- 
tration he declared must be the 
“basic core” for any expanded fu- 
ture government of national unity. 

He contended that his view of 
the Warsaw provisional govern- 
ment was in accordance with 
agreements reached between him- 
self, Prime Minister Churchill, and 
the late President Roosevelt at 
the Crimea Conference. Stalin's 
statement was in a written answer 
to a letter to him from Ralph 
Parker, Moscow correspondent of 
the London Times. 

There was nothing new in the 
Boviet position on Poland as stat- 
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consulting on this problem with 
the other governments concerned. 

Grew said that the situation in 
Venezia Giulia, the region where 
Trieste is situated, is being com- 
plicated further by the continued 
infiltration of Yugoslav partisan 
troops and their assumption of 
authority.

ALEXANDER, TITO 
GIVE THEIR VIEWS 


ROME, May 19 (AP).—Field 
Marshal! Sir Harold Alexander de- 
clared today that Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz was apparently in- 
tending to establish Yugoslavia’s 
claim to northeast Italy and 
southern Austria by force, and 
Tito asserted that his troops had 
the same right as any other Allied 
army to remain in territory they 
had conquered. 

The Belgrade radio broadcast a 
reply by Tito to British and Amer- 
ican notes concerning Trieste. 
The Yugoslav leader said the 
presence of his troops in the dis- 
puted zone would not “prejudge 
decisions of the peace conference 
as to whom these territories be- 
long.” 

Asserting that “we cannot throw 
away the vital principles for which 
we fought,” Alexander told his 
land, sea and air forces in the 
Mediterranean theater that all his 
efforts to {come to a friendly 
agreement” with the Yugoslav 
leader had failed. 

Alexander said Tito’s occupation 
of the disputed territories was 
“reminiscent of Hitler, Mussolini! 
and the Japanese.”

YANKS TO RELEASE

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
NINTH ARMY IN GERMANY, 
May 19 (AP),—German prisoners

AMERIGAN PLANES 
BAST FORMOSA 
FROM END 10 END 


Industries, Rail Lines 
Heavily Hit—Jap Ship- 
ping Pounded in Wide- 
spread Raids. 


MANILA, May 20 (Sunday) 
(AP), — Philippine-based bombers 
and fighters raised havoc with 
shipping and ground targets from 
Formosa to the Dutch Eaat Indies 
Friday while doughboys on Luzon 


carried out a bloody mopping-up 
campaign against a large force of 
encircled Japanese, 

Heavy, medium and fighter 
bombers raked Formosa from 
Atsuyama in the north to Takao 
in the south, severely pounding 
airfields and factories, including 
alcohol and cement plants, a cop- 
per works and the Shoka aircraft 
assembly center. 

Considerable rolling stock was 
wrecked and bridges and buildings 
were demolished. Large fires and 
explosions left thick smoke over 
the target area. 

Patrol bombers destroyed three 
freighters offshore. 

One American plane was report- 
ed lost and another missing in 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique today. 

Bombers sweeping the China 
Sea and the mainland coast hit 
installations in the Yangtze River 
area in particular. A salvage 
craft, a freighter and two coastal 
ships were sunk, Rail facilities 
and motor traffic were harassed. 
Large fires were started in the 
Nanking area, 

Fight for Mindanao Airfield. 

On Mindanao, Twenty - fourth 
Division troops fought a sharp 
battle for Sas airdrome in the 
Davao sector where Japanese in- 
filtration in the jungle was so 
widespread that an American 
burial detail had to fight its way 
through enemy lines to reach the 
cemetery. 

The Americans captured seven 
six-inch enemy guns at the south- 
ern fringe of Sas airdrome, while 
other units seized three five-inch 
naval guns on Samal Island in 
Davao Gulf. 

Infantrymen knocked out 30 
pillboxes and gun positions to 
take one knob of Polomo-Libby 
hill, a long, natural defense line. 

In central Mindanao the Thirty- 
first Division advanced along the 
Sayre highway four miles north 
of Valencia, where twa airdromes, 
captured Thursday, already are in 
use by American planes. 

Minor Clashes on Borneo. 

Only minor clashes were report- 
ed on Tarakan island, off Borneo, 
where the campaign is virtually 
concluded, 

On Luzon, American Forty-third 
Division troops and Filipino guer- 
rillas tightened a mountain trap 
on thousands of Japanese east of 
Manila after capturing Ipo Dam. 
The number of enemy soldiers 
was not specifically estimated but 
is believed to represent the larg- 
est force ever to have been com- 
pletely encircled in the Philip- 
pines,

At Washington, a Twentieth 
Air Force communique said, “The 
mission was directed at factory 
areas in Tokyo and Hamamatsu 
but because of bad weather con- 
ditions at Tokyo most of the farce 
struck at Hamamatsu.” No planes 
were lost to enemy action. An 
earlier report said 150 planes 
struck Tokyo. 

Bombing was by instrument 
from a medium altitude through 
an undercast making observation 
impossible, the communique said. 
There was little fighter 
tion and only moderate flak, 

The Tokyo and Hamamatsu 
raids plowed up more vital war 
areas, adding to the 59.58 square 
miles of devastation spread by 
Marianas-based B-29s since last 
November in six of Japan’s 
largest cities. 

Demolition bombs were used in 
both raids in contrast to the two 
heavy incendiary strikes, against 
Nagoya, great aircraft production 
center, earlier this week. 

Before the war the city of 
Hamamatsu, with a population of 
approximately 166,000, was a tex- 
tile manufacturing center. After 
hostilities opened, the city’s indus- 
tries were converted to war pro- 
duction, such as plane propellers. 
The city has four air fields, mili- 
tary bases and is a railroad center. 


SWEDEN SORRY STALIN STORY

STOCKHOLM, May 19 (AP).—

:11600-Ton Submarine Surren- 


ders—Skipper of Another 
Kills Self in U. S. Jail. 


BOSTON, May 19 (AP). — Lt. 
Gen. Ulrich Kessler of the Luft- 
waffe and a mysterious civilian 
were aboard the 1600-ton Nazi 
submarine U-234 which came into 
the Portsmouth (N. H.) submarine 
base today shortly after Capt.-Lt. 
Fritz Steinhoff, commander of the 
U-783 which surrendered earlier 
this week. committed suicide in a 
Boston jail by cutting an artery. 

Kessler was the most noted of 
the large U-234’s nine passengers 
who included minor air and navy 
officers and a drab, dumpy man in 
civilian clothes. It was the belief 
of observers that the civillan waa 
a technician who accompanied the 
bales of air plana reported aboard 
the submersible. 

The U-234 had a crew of six of- 
ficers and 51 men, 

The bodies of two Japanese, 
which were reported by the Navy 
aboard the U-boat when it radioed 
its surrender from a point 500 
miles off Greenland when on the 
way to Japan, were not aboard. 
Navy officers said they apparently 
had been buried at sea after com- 
mitting hara-kiri. 

Three other German submarines 
have been brought to Portsmouth 
this week.

Comptroller Says Plan for 
Is 


Tax-free Projects 
Threat to Municipal Fi- 
nance Structure. 


A lively controversy has devel- 
oped at City Hall over mass hous- 
ing measures sponsored by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, which Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte attacked yes- 
terday as “communistic and radi- 
cal” and threatening to the 
whole structure of 
finance. 

Chief feature of the bills, pre- 
pared by the St. Louis Housing 
Authority for the State Legisla- 
ture, is tax exemption or abate- 
ment to facilitate mass construc- 
tion of dwellings. This is a re- 
quirement of the Federal assist- 
ance for housing for low-income 
tenants and there is 
among housing advocates, wide- 
spread nationally, that other cost 
factors make relief from taxes .es- 
sential for the success of such 
projects 

Nolte said he favored slum clear- 
ance but opposed legislation that 
would permit one agency to shirk 
taxpaying and “shift an increasing 
burden on private ownership, al- 
ready overburdened with taxes.” 

Opposed by Exchange. 

It was learned that Louis Ma- 
ginn, president of the Real Estate 
, Exchange, and Clarence C. Lang, 
executive secretary, appeared be- 
fore the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment at City Hall last 
week to oppose the housing bills. 
The board is composed of the 
Mayor, Nolte 
bert L. Schweitzer of the Board 
of Aldermen. On the strength of 
an opinion by the City Counselor 
that support of the bills was a 
matter of administrative policy 
and not a subject for official ac- 
tion by the board, the board re- 
frained from taking g stand. As- 
sociates of the Mayor represente 
Schweitzer as supporting the meas- 
ures, but he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that it was 41 
matter of mayoral policy on which 
he would not comment. 

Maginn told the Post-Dispatch 
he was opposed to public housing 
in any form. He said he had 
suggested to the Board of Esti- 
mate that the city might instead 
advocate a law such as he under- 
stood was enacted in New York 
State recently. Under this plan 
the city would acquire housing 
sites by condemnation, at the 
relatively high cost levels which 
have prevailed for such land, and 
then resell the areas to private

Architectural Consultant Offers Set of 
Drawings to Show Possibilities: in 
Jefferson Memorial Area. 


Drawings by Hugh Ferriss, with 
-explanatory article, appear on 
Pages 6 and 7 of today’s PIC- 
TURES section. 


| A set of drawings, suggesting 
the possibilities for development 
‘of the riverfront memorial to 
| Thomas Jefferson and the west- 
ward expansion of the nation, has 
been prepared for the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial As- 
sociation by Hugh Ferriss, the dis- 
tinguished architectural consult- 


ant and illustrator, + 

These sketches are intenged 
‘merely to arouse discussion and 
to call attention to the associa- 
tion’s movement to raise a $225,- 
000 fund for an architectural 
competition for the memorial, 
with a $25,000 first prize, which 
‘would be open to qualified per- 
‘sons throughout the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Ferriss, native of St. Louis and 
graduate of Washington Univer- 
sity architectural school, who 
acted at the request of the associ- 
ation, has sent an explanation of 
his ideas to leaders of the associa- 
tion, Luther Ely Smith, Louis La 
Beaume and William C. D'Arcy. 
| “This, project will. aim, of 
course,” said Ferriss, “at properly 
memorializing our country’s west- 
| ward territorial expansion, as well 
‘as Thomas Jefferson and.,.the

| “A spacious mall might be cre- 
ated, leading upward and west- 
ward from the Mississippi all the

“There ‘s no intention here of 
suggesting a varied assortment of 
facades characteristic of a tem- 
porary World’s Fair. The areas 
for contemporary exhibits and ac- 
tivities are put behind long, sim- 
ple walls of uniform design and 
uniform height, about three sto- 
ries, which are constructed of 
some handsome, permanent mate- 
rial, either left perfectly plain as 
a foil for foliage or bearing occa- 
sional incised or raised decora- 
tion.

Woman Slashed on Street 
Late at Night — Case 
Similar to Murder of 
Waitress May 1. 


Captains of all police districts 
were ordered late yesterday by 
Chief of Police James J, Mitchell 
to make special efforts to capture 
the assailant of Mrs. Opal Schel- 
lenger, 2519A South Tenth street, 
who was stabbed in the throat 
‘early yesterday under circum- 
|stances almost identical to those 
‘under which a waitress was mur- 
|dered in South St. Louis May 1. 

Mrs. Schellenger, who is 21 years 
old and the widow of a soldier 


at Ninth and Sidney streets at 
2 o'clock yesterday morning. She 
had alighted from a street car 
at Broadway and Sidney street, 
two blocks away, and was one 
block from her home when 
stabbed. 

Mrs. Schellenger was taken to 
City Hospital with a 2%-inch 
wound in the right side of the 
throat, and two 2-inch wounds in 
the left side. Her windpipe was 
severed, and physicians said: the 
jugular vein was narrowly missed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gerald Ward, 
2519A South Ninth street, told po- 
lice they heard a woman scream 
and, looking out a front window, 
saw a man bending over a woman 
on the walk near the corner of 
Ninth and Sidney. He was hold- 
ing her down and appearing to 
be stabbing her, they said. 

Mr. and Mrs, Ward said they 
thought the assailant was white. 
The automobile was an old model 


color, they said. 

Mrs. Schellenger and Miss So- 
phie Czapla, 326A Victor ~street, 
had spent Friday evening with 
friends in East St. Louis.

The first report on individual 
purchases of issues other than EB 
bonds showed subscriptions aggre- 
gating $9,806,773, which is 26 per 
cent of the $37,658,945 goal as- 
signed for this securities category. 

Tegeler appealed to bond issu- 
ing agencies to rush clearance of 
their subscriptions through the 
Federal Reserve Bank, explaining 
that the above totals are based on 
such sales as have cleared, and ex- 
pressing the belief that bonds to- 
taling hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been sold but not yet 
tabulated. 


“National standings place St.

Bombing Off Luzon on 
Jan, 6 Was Action in 
Which British General 
and Time Writer Died. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 19 
(AP). — The Twelfth Naval Dis- 
trict disclosed today that a Japa- 
mese bomb hit the bridge of the 
battleship New Mexico on Jan. 6 
in Lingayen Gulf, Philippines, and 
that this was the action in which 
Lt. Gen. Herbert Lumsden, Brit- 
ish Royal Marines observer, Time 
Magazine War Correspondent Wil- 
liam Chickering and Capt. Robert 
W. Fleming; skipper of the New 
Mexico, were killed. 

It was also disclosed that 27 
other officers and: men of the 26-|’ 
year-old batf{leship were killed at 
the same time, and that Adm. Sir 
Bruce Fraser, commander of the 
British Pacific Fleet, was aboard, 
but was not injured. 

The deaths of Gen. Lumsden, 
Chickering and Capt. Fleming had 
been announced previously, but 
the name of the ship had not been 
made public. 

The New Mexico was engaged 
in preinvasion bombardment of 
the Luzon coast when hit. Two 
antiaircraft guns were knocked 
out by the bomb, but others con- 
tinued their effective fire on en- 
emy planes. 

Repair parties quickly put out 
the fires and cleared the wreck- 
age, and “for the remainder of 
the day and until the beaches 
were secured some five days la- 
ter,” the announcement said, “the 
New Mexico continued her sched- 
uled bombardment.” 

The ship was repaired at Pear] 
Harbor and was back at sea with- 
in a month. 

This was the first damage sus- 
tained by the 33,400-ton battleship, 
once flagship of the Pacific Fleet. 
The New Mexico was in the At- 
lantic at the time of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor. Shortly 
afterward, the ship, known as 
“The Queen,” rejoined the Pacific 
Fleet and took part in the Aleu- 
tians campaign.

OF 530,000 REFRIGERATORS 
IN HOME SIZES THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP). 


HE War Production Board 
announced tonight it would 
permit the manufacture of 
530,000 néw, popularly priced 
household’ refrigerators’ this 
year, 

Production of the gas and 
electric machines may start 
July 1, after a three-year shut- 
down, WPB said, but the re- 
frigerators may not reach the 
public until early next year. 
OPA has announced it will 
seek to hold refrigerator prices 
to the 1942 level plus allow- 
ances for increased production 
costs. 

WPB will provide materials 
for production at about one- 
third the prewar rate—265,000 
machines each in the third and 
fourth quarters of 1945—but 
the early output will be added 
to the country’s stockpile re- 
served for hospitals, hlood 
banks and other essential uses, 

Actual amendment of the re- 
frigerator regulation has not 
yet occurred, although WPB 
invited manufacturers to apply 
before July 1 for priority aid 
if they wish to start peacetime 
production in the July-Septem- 
ber quarter.

Nations and states which are par- 
ties to the statute. 

The committee also has ap- 
proved rules covering such things 
as Official languages to be used, 
questioning of witnesses, and con- 
ditions regarding the rehdering, 
entering the revising of judg- 
ments. 


Another committee had _  ap- 
proved the principle of diplomatic 
privileges and immunities for 
judges and court attaches. It was 
in “substantial agreement” that a 
world charter should make provi- 
sion for registration of treaties 
and international agreements; for 
“dealing with obligations incon- 
sistent with the charter,” and for 
precluding any future

He quoted letters from Red 
Army soldiers saying that Berlin- 
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ers were devouring grass from the 
parks and bark from the trees in 
their great hunger. 

“All these conditions,” he said, 
“forced our command to take 
measures to improve the German 
food situation.” 

“But that is not the only 
reason,” Mikoyan said after re- 
turning from a visit to Berlin and 
Dresden. “The morals and tradi- 
tions of the Soviet people pre- 
scribe that we humanely treat the 
peaceful inhabitants of conquered 
lands.” 

Mikoyan pointed out, however, 
that the measures were only for 
peaceful inhabitants and not for 
Nazis or ardent supporters of Na- 
tional Socialism. 

Mikoyan did not define what ra- 
tion the Germans were receiving 
from the Russians.

Homer for Lindell.

There was a strained silence 
when Goering left the room. It 
was broken by Hitler—staring at 
a map showing the advance of the 
Red Army—who_ said_ grimly:

Assignment of Generals. 

The fact that it was Hitler’s 
birthday did not ease the tension 
at a meeting attended by Keitel, 
Bormann, Jodl, Gen. Krebs, a 
Nazi named Burgodorff, and Gen. 
Winter. These decisions were 
made: Jodl was to take command 
in the north, Winter in the south 
and the headquarters staff in Ber- 
lin was to be stripped to essential 
personnel. 

“All women were ordered to 
leave,” Krieger said. “And only 
two recorders were to remain — 
Herrgesell and one other.” 

Events of the next two days 
were supplied by Herrgesell—a 
cold, sharp-eyed man who told of 
what he described as the dramatic 
hours in the headquarters hun- 
dreds of feet below the bomb and 
shell-pocked pavement of the 
Wilhelmstrasse. 

“Even the explosions of the 
10-ton R. A. F. bombs could ‘not 
be heard,” he said.

Bad News From Goebbels. 

“Goebbels came in at noon,”

the Reichschancellery. He _ told 
Hitler they had the city sur- 
rounded.” 


Hitler went on studying the 
map as if he did not notice.

‘much for the wrought-up Fueh- 
rer’s patience. 

“I no longer have any confi- 
dence in the Wehrmacht,” Herr- 
gesell said Hitler began. “I have 
had no confidence in the Luft- 
waffe for two years now—losing 
four planes to the enemy’s one— 
and now I have lost confidence in 
the 8S. 8S. 

The words had the effect of a 
bolt of lightning, Herrgesell said. 
It was the first time Hitler had 
spoken so frankly to his military 
and political leaders. 

“The Waffen S. S. in the Sixth 
Army,” Hitler went on, “was 
fighting the: Hungarians in Rus- 
sia—I was told I had 75,000 men 
when really there were only four 
divisions, more nearly 40,000 
men. The attack collapsed in a 
few days. Dietrich (Gen. Sepp 
Dietrich) lied to me. 

“Fegelein (S. S. adjutant to Hit- 
ler) told me there were 5000 or 
6000 S. S. to defend Berlin. They 
are not S. S. at all.

WASHINGTON, May 19. 


URBULENT storm clouds are gathering over the servicemen’s 
readjustment act of 1944, popularly known as the G, I. Bill of 
rights, and the manner in which its provisions are being carried 

While the act was hailed as a momentous magna charta for 


veterans, already bitter dismay and disillusionment have overtaken 
many of the 1,550,000 men and women discharged from World War II. 


It was the intention of the act’s 
framers to prevent a repetition of 
the neglect and indifference that 
embittered so many veterans of 
the last war. Yet the deluge of 
criticism that has descended upon 
the G. I. Bill of Rights, and the 
Veterans’ Administration headed 
by Brig.-Gen, Frank T. Hines, has 
made painfully clear the inade- 
quacy of the Government’s current 
blueprint for veterans. 

It is pointed out that in addition 
¢o those already released from 
service in this war, the Army 
plans to discharge about 2,300,000 
during the com- 
ing year under 
the new point- 
system. A tower- 
ing burden will 
thus be placed 
upon the Vet- 
erans’ Adminis- 
tration, and some 
Congress ion- 
al critics have 
declared that the 
administra- 
tion’s lack of 
preparedness to 
meet the prob- 
lem amounts to 
a national scan- 
dal. Official 
sources indicate 
that a wholesale 
reorganiza- 
tion of the 
Hines’ agency is 
imminent, with 
the possibility 
that the Veterans’ Administration 
may even be superseded by a new 
cabinet post on veterans’ rights. 
President Truman, at his news 
conference last Tuesday, declared 
that the Veterans’ administration 
must be modernized to meet ex- 
panding needs created by the re- 
turn of servicemen. He gave no 
other details. 

What is wrong with the G. I. 
Bill of Rights? In what particu- 
lars does it bog down, and, how 
much of this is attributed to the 
Veterans’ Administration? These 
are questions in which every G. I. 
Joe has a vital interest. 


Causes of Dissatisfaction. 


The veterans’ organizations, as 
a whole, look upon the G. I. Billof 
Rights as a good piece of legisla- 
tion, although they would like to 
see some of the provisions liberal- 
ized. The confusion and dissatis- 
faction @ie (1) in the belief held 
by many ex-servicemen that the 
benefits are more extensiVe than 
they actually are, (2) in the nar- 
row, restricting interpretations 
Government agencies are placing 
on the act’s essential provisions, 
and (3) in the inability of the 
Veterans’ Administration to han- 
die smoothly the staggering new 
burden of responsibilities. 


Without question the Veterans’ 
Administration, under General 
Hines, has been extremely cau- 
tious in dispensing government 
funds to eligible ex-servicemen. 
This has been partly due to a 
reaction against the scandals of 
the Harding administration, when 
Uncle Sam was taken for a ride 
by innumerable fakers, and partly 
due to the physical problem of 
coping with ever-increasing duties. 


Work Multiplied. 


Now budgeted at $2,700,000,000, 
this agency is currently receiving 
a million and a half letters a 
month at its Washington head- 
quarters. In two years its work 
load has jumped 300 per cent, 
while personnel has_ increased 
only 14 per cent, according to ad- 
ministration officials. 


Within the past two years the 
agency has taken on the responsi- 
bility for non-service-connected 
hospitalization for veterans of 
World War II (injuries or: ail- 
ments not incurred during war 
service); vocational rehabilitation 
»of the disabled; and the G. I. Bill

of Rights, with its unemployment 
and educational benefits, its hos- 
pitalization gSyrantees, and its 
partial guaranty of business, 
home and farm loans, ; 

These were the tasks added to 
an agency already overloaded with 
responsibility for pensions, insur- 
ance, disability allowances and 
operation of veterans’ hospitals. It 
has given rise to Congressional de- 
mands for establishment of a new, 
modernized agency to cope with 
the situation, but spokesmen for 
the Veterans’ Administration have 
fought back, insisting that in due 
time it will be 
able to function 
quite adequately. 
They have taken 
sharp issue with 
outspoken critics 
like Millard W. 
Rice, national 
service director 
of the Disabled 
American Veter- 
ans, who views 
the agency’s 
towering burden 
as a “monstros- 
ity” that will di- 
vert care for the 
disabled. 

The agency 
thus far has 
granted 422,000 
service - con- 
nected disability 
pensions for vet- 
erams of the 
present war, or 
72,000 more than the total allowed 
World War I veterans between 
1918 and 1941. And the crest is 
still far away. The Senate sub- 
committee on wartime health and 
education has estimated that the 
number of disabled alone in this 
war will be not less than a million 
and a half, and may be as great 
as two and a half million, depend- 
ing on the length of the war. 

Considerable criticism has been 
directed at the administration’s 
hospital program, which has been 
only partly modified by congres- 
sional authorization for a greatly 
expanded hospital construction 
program. It is charged that the 
agency will not be prepared for 
the influx of sick and disabled 
veterans when the peak is reached 
several years after the war ends, 
Complaints are heard that even 
today many veterans are finding 
great difficulty in gaining admit- 
tance into veterans’ hospitals. 


Badly Overcrowded. 


Agency officials admit that 
some hospitals are badly over- 
crowded,, and have long waiting 
lists, but point out that other hos- 
pital facilities have unoccupied 
beds. As of last month, there 
were 91,133 beds in veterans’ hos- 
pitals available and 77,142 occu- 
pied. Until recently, they state, 
the administration was unable to 
get priorities for new construction, 
but new hospitals are now going 
up and Army and Navy hospitals 
will be obtained from time to time 
as the services release them. 

The G. I. Bill of Rights author- 
ized appropriation of 500 million 
dollars for the construction of vet- 
erans’ hospitals. Title I of the 
Act also specified that a veteran 
discharged for disability must ex- 
ecute, at the time of discharge, a 
claim for hospitalization, compen- 
sation or pension, or sign a state- 
ment declaring that such right 
was explained to him prior to his 
release. 

Here are the other major provi- 
sions of the act: 

Education and vocational train- 
ing: 

1. All veterans regardless of age 
are eligible for one year of re- 
fresher or retraining courses. 

2. A veteran who was under 25 
when he entered service can en- 
roll in any educational or voca- 
tional training school, not only for

No honest person 
can refuse to believe the evidence they por- 
tray from a dozen or more different con- 
centration camps, all of them telling the 
same unbelievable story. 


Camps Filled With 


“Political Enemies.” 


These camps, there were about 100 of 
them in all of Europe, as the reader knows, 
were filled with “political enemies.” I 
think there is significance in that word 
“enemies.” § Perhaps the easiest way to 
bring it home to the American reader is’*to 
remind him that if the Nazi system were in 
effect in St. Louis, where there happens to 
be a Republican administration in office, 
every Democrat and every independent voter 
and every member of a labor union and 
every Jew and every person of Russian or 
Polish extraction and many ministers would 
find himself or herself rotting to death down 
at Jefferson Barracks. There would be 
some six to 16 of them—the women in 
separate barracks—sleeping in a bunk the 
size of a large American double bed. The 
great majority of them would die of starva- 
tion. American surgeons stated that the 
adult corpses weighed only 60 to 80 pounds, 
having in practically all cases, lost 50 per 
cent to 60 per cent of their normal weight, 
and also having shrunken in height. 

Some people are just naturally tough and 
a very few would survive in spite of starva- 
tion, dysentery and raging typhus epidemics. 
Some 125 of them would have died last 
pight. If the picture at Dachau were re- 
peated there would be standing on the Mis- 
souri Pacific spur which runs through the 
camp some 39 box cars recently arrived from 
another prison camp. 
the contents would consist of the cadavers 
lying three or four tiers deep, with a few 
still alive among them, of prisoners who had 
been on the road without food or water for 
20 days. It wes the sight of this train 
which we newspe per men all saw, which, we 
were told, so eniaged our troops when they 
overran the camp that they showed no 
mercy whatever for the German guards and 
troops who were still to be found. 


Where Victims Would 
Be Choked to Death. 


At these same Jefferson Barracks there 
would be found, as we found it at Buchen- 
wald, the much-pictured and much-described 
strangling chamber, with som” 
protruding from the walls of a room per- 
haps 30 feet square. It was here that those, 
who for one reason or another had in- 
curred the displeasure of the camp author- 
ities, would not be hanged, for hanging 
breaks the neck and brings death com- 
paratively quickly, but literally choked to 
death, When the bodies were lowered, if 
there was any life left in them, the victims 
were clubbed to death with that much- 
pictured club resembling a large rolling pin.

At this desk sat a recep- 
tion clerk. Usually the desk was decorated 
with a small vase of flowers—those flowers 
that grow so beautifully in beautiful Ger- 
many. The reception clerk would record 
the names and numbers of a group of 
prisoners. My estimate is—and it is only 
an estimate—that the group would consist 
of not more than 20 or 30 persons. Prob- 
ably the first thing that would catch their 
eye after noticing the flowers on the desk 
would be a neat gilt sign over a door 
reading “Spritz Bad,” or, in English, 
“shower bath.’ 


“Shower Bath” That

Why, I am often asked, did the Nazis take | 
the trouble to starve, strangle and gas their 
prisoners to death? Why did they not shoot 
them? I do not know the answer to that 
question. I can only guess and my guess is 
that, having confined the undesirables with- 
in the limits of a concentration camp, they 
felt that they had better get what work they 
could out of them on adjoining farms or in 
nearby factories, and that when they were 
too weak to work, they merely let them die, 
with the strangling and gassing processes 
used on the obstreperous and on the Jews. 

Is all this unbelievable? Perhaps it is.

the evidence disclosed. I can only say that 
inspecting these two prison camps at 
Buchenwald and Dachau I Jeaned over back- 
wards in using my four senses—those of 
seeing, hearing, touching and smelling. I 
have seen the bodies and the crematories 
and the gas chamber and many other things 
with my own eyes. I have seen the sinister 
appearance of one black barracks after an- 


other at Buchenwald, with the intervening 


streets or sidewalks paved with small cob- 
blestones, without a blade of grass or a tree 
to be seen anywhere. I have seen the pa- 
thetically sick lying on the floor on clean 
mattresses and: with clean bedclothes and 
wearing clean clothing, all recently supplied 
by the United States Army. They were 
lying on the floor because cots were not yet 
available. 

We were told that the great majority of 
them would die. When we entered the 
room, all but one of them were too sick 
even to raise their heads.

German life. It has in it the ele- 
ments of a tradition, an institution 
and a racket. It is one of the 
oldest phenomena in German his- 
tory, like the Teutonic Knights, 
the robber barons and the Hansa, 
and, similar to these, it has no ex~- 
act counterpart in any other coun- 
try. (There is a certain superficial 
affinity with such organizations 
as the Sicilian Mafia or the Ku 
Klux Klan). 


Historically, the term goes back 
to the early Middle Ages and the 
feudal system. Around the year 
1200 there sprang up all over Ger- 
many, but in particular in West- 
phalia, secret, extra-legal courts 
called “Vehmgerichte.” They dealt 
with certain categories of crime 
in competition with, or even to the 
exclusion of, regular courts of law, 


The Vehmic Courts were based 
on a permanent, countrywide or- 
ganization of so-called “Freischof- 
fen,” or Free Judges. Strongly im- 
bued with pagan traditions, they 
followed elaborate rites and often 
a lengthy procedure. Sessions usu- 
ally were held under great oaks 
or linden trees qr on windswept 
hilltops. Sometimes the judges 
wore hoods and they usually had 
a sword and a rope placed before 
them, 


Robin Hood Flavor. 


In the early times, the Vehmie 
courts had a Robin Hood flavor 
and were inspired by a strong 
sense of justice. Through the ad- 
mission of witnesses and of de- 
fense pleas they gave their victims 
at least a sporting chance. 

If a man was condemned, how- 
ever, there was only one penalty: 
the noose. Death sentences were 
often pronounced in absentia, in 
which case every “free judge” 
throughout the realm was duty~ 
bound to hunt down the c¢on- 
demned and, if he found him, to 
string him up on the nearest tree. 
This was called “verfehmen,” or 
the process « of outlawing a person.

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Out in San Francisco, we tell the world 
we must have Argentina, come hell or 
high water. If Argentina had had her 
way, there would have been no planes for 
Clinton and his fellows to ride, or bombs 
for them to drop. The cargo ships and 
their crews would have been sunk in 
mid-ocean—and Argentina was able to 
see that hundreds of United Nations sea- 
men were drowned, many cargoes lost. 

But we must have her, though she has 
made no secret of her warlike intentions, 
though she is full of German capital and 
war industries headed by ex-Nazis— 
though it alienates Russia and blasts 
every hope we have, though we know Ar- 
gentina is the front for rebuilding Ger- 
many.

One of the highest hopes for this international 
meeting has been doused with ice water by an 
announcement by Mr. Stettinius. Four-power 
agreement had been reached, he said, that “‘enu- 
meration of individual and collective human 
rights and fundamental freedoms in the charter 
could not be attempted at this conference.” 

He did make a formal United States request 
that the drafting of an international Bill of 
Rights be the first business of the newly consti- 
tuted organization, once it does meet. He did 
restate the American position that such a draft 
ought to be based on the Four Freedoms, 

But what happens in the chaotic interim peri- 
od? The Pacific war will blaze on. Europe will 
be shuddering in agonies of rebirth. A terribly 
troubled and confused world will be left without 
that code of international conduct that this con- 
ference should have written. 

It is not right that one of the most basic mat- 
ters of all should be postponed. There are tan- 
gled questions of all kinds being threshed out 
in committees here. Lights burn late as states- 
men and their advisers compromise far more 
complex problems. The one issue so fundamen- 
tal that it doesn’t have to be compromised has 
been vaguely labeled “future business.” 

Human liberties are very much the business 
of the present. For centuries past, they have 
been the business of Western civilization—evolv- 
ing slowly, painfully, yet surely, into this thing 
we are very proud to call democracy. Because 
the worst war of all is being fought against the 
suppression of civil rights and the denial of 
human freedoms, they have become the urgent 
business of the world. 

A lot of thin arguments have been put up in 
San Francisco against inclusion of a Bill of Rights 
in the United Nations Constitution. Here are 
some of them, and the obvious answers: 

(1) Such a draft of-principles can’t be proper- 
ly implemented. Yet a constitution that sets no 
greater goal than what can be immediately real- 
ized is a static instrument that fails to plan for 
progress. We are still, after 154 years, finding 
new ways to translate our own American Bill of 
Rights from the language of principle to the 
reality of practice. 

(2) Setting up safeguards for civil lib@tties is 
a task rightly belonging to the organization it- 
self, since it will represent the United Nations 
even more directly than this conference does, 
Yet the most direct representatives of the mem- 
ber peoples, their own legislatures, councils, gov- 
ernments, are to ratify the constitution. Popular 
judgment of. the work done here will be severe 
if it fails to carry the moral purpose of the war 
into the still more sober fight for peace. 

(3) Some nations might consider a world Bill 
of Rights a challenge to their sovereignty. No 
machinery is being set up here for interference 
in the domestic affairs of member nations. Ma- 
chinery is being set up, however, to attack swift- 
ly any threat to peace and to attack more slowly, 
but steadily, some of the causes of war. Any 
nation willing to accept such minimal curbs on 
its sovereignty can have no valid objection to 
recognizing the rights of citizens in the world 
community. | 

It has been said again and again that the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization will depend for success 
on the support of public opinion. That means 
the good will of the plain people who have fought 
the war, supported the war, suffered and sacri- 
ficed in the war. Ask any one of them what it’s 
been about. They’ve all been defending the same 
simple freedoms—the right to have a job, food, 
a home, to be free from governmental tyranny 
and the great right not to be afraid lest all that 
be menaced or destroyed. 

Measure their sacrifice. Its moral weight is 
tremendous, Its force is the real power behind 
this meeting in San Francisco. President Roose- 
velt insisted again and again that it be recog- 
nized—in the Atlantic Charter, at the Moscow 
meeting of Foreign Ministers, at. Teheran, Cairo, 
Yalta. He gave it voice that echoed everywhere 
in his statement of the Four Freedoms. 2 

Now, with statesmen meeting on the first broad 
international level since the war began, that 
force demands documentary proof of what the 
war was all about. Human liberties cannot suf- 


fer the degradation of the last few years and 


then be put aside. * 

Until the United Nations Constitution estab- 
lishes certain primary human ideals, a certain 
primer respect for the sanctity of the individual, 
the war itself is not yet won. Without a Bill of 


Rights, it will be a body without a soul. 
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Return Ticket for Fritz Kuhn 

There is satisfying justice in the Department 
of Justice announcement that Fritz Kuhn, Fuehr- 
er of the late unlamented German-American 
Bund, will be deported to Germany. Ten years 
ago, he was the Hitler of Yorkville, had his own 
Gestapo and heiled hate 24 hours a day. Con- 
victed in 1939 of larceny of Bund funds, he was 
interned as an enemy alien on being released 
from prison and is now in a special “trouble- 
makers’ ”’ stockade at Fort Stanton, N. M. 

The Government is wise in returning Kuhn to 
his cousins in fanaticism. When he gets back to 
Germany’s “‘sacred soil,” he will be dealt with as 
the Allied occupying forces deem appropriate. 
So he is between hell and the ironworks, either 
of which is too good for such an enemy of de- 
mocracy. 
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Truman to the French 

President Truman’s public praise of the way 
the French nation “has emerged with renewed 
strength and vigor from the catastrophe” is but 
another evidence of the way he is moving to re- 
cement our traditional friendships with other 
democratic nations. It is fitting that he should 
applaud the way France is resuming what he 
properly terms “its rightful and eminent place” 
among nations that must keep the peace of Eu- 
rope and of the world. Without a strong France, 
as without a strong Britain, this would be almost 
impossible to achieve. 

Deeds are to back up words. The United States 
is relinquishing to France part of the zone of 
occupation of Germany assigned us under earlier 
agreement with Russia and Britain. Not only 
will this strengthen French morale, but it will 
safeguard her strategic concern and economic 
interest, Also, this country 4 accepting a re-

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Stalin on the Polish Issue 

Premier Stalin’s new statement on the Polish 
question gives a good deal of confirmation to the 
version of the Big Three negotiations on the 
issue published in this newspaper Thursday in a 
dispatch by Bert Andrews of the New York 
Herald Tribune, 

Stalin dots not advocate the Warsaw group, 
unchanged and in toto, as the Polish Govern- 
ment, as Russia’s stand has been widely repre- 
sented. He speaks of that group as “the basic 
core” for reconstruction of the Government, and 
declares that the Yalta pact is the’ only basis 


_ for solving the problem. Since that pact calls 


for the Warsaw group to be “reorganized on a 
broader democratic basis with the inclusion of 
democratic leaders from Poland itself and from 
Poles abroad,” Stalin’s stand seems unexception- 
able. ; 

Then what has all the shouting been about? 
America and Britain have publicly urged the 
same thing, although the Andrews dispatch de- 
picted Britain as privately insisting on scrap- 
ping the Warsaw group and making a fresh 
start. Stalin’s letter to Churchill 11 days ago 
was said to have demanded recognition of the 
unreconstructed Warsaw group or of none. Is 
it possible that Stalin has now changed his mind? 
Or has there merely been disagreement on what 
additional Poles should be admitted to the Gov- 


* ernment before it is recognized? 


As for the arrest of the 16 Poles by Russia, 
the issue becomes a showdown on veracity be- 
tween Moscow and the London Government-in- 
Exile. The London Poles say these men were 
democratic leaders, going to negotiate, on invi- 
tation and under a safe conduct. Stalin says 
there was no invitation and the 16 had nothing 
to do with negotiations, but were arrested for 
violation of Russian security. 

Now that the issue is stated, solution should 
not be impossible. Can the London Poles pro- 
duce copies of the alleged invitation and safe 
conduct? Can Moscow produce evidence of the 
offense charged? The affair can’t be prejudged, 
but it must be said that the conduct of many 
among the London group has not been such as 
to inspire confidence in their good faith. 

The main issue is reorganization of the Polish 
Government, and the discussion of that now 
seems to be back to the Yalta pact, which offers 


a sound and sensible solution for the whole prob- 


lem. Surely Stalin’s temperate statement and 
the avowed good will of the American and Brit- 
ish governments can at last, if belatedly, be- 
come the basis for satisfactory settlement. 
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New Rules for Meat 


Because the economics of meat has become in- 
credibly complex under the impacts of war and 
Government intervention, it would be rash to 
guess that Judge Vinson’s new rules will quench 
the fires of current controversy. The rules, how- 
ever, should improve matters materially. By pro- 
moting the feeding of cattle to heavier weights 
and by giving increased relief to slaughterers 
squeezed between rigid ceilings and high prices 
of live animals, for example, they would seem 
to ease the pressure that the 27 closed St. Louis 
packers say they are under. 

One need not, however, be too hopeful about 
how much relief these rules will, or any rules 
could, provide. Because there will be too little 
meat for a long while to come, there will have 
to be new stabilization expedients as the vari- 
able elements of supply, demand and price shift. 
If everyone can only be brought to realize that 
categorical right answers do not exist, the neces- 
sary expedients can be adopted the more read- 
ily, and everyone will come out in the end with 
a healthier level of blood pressure than now 
seems to prevail. 
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As to Immigration of Nazis 

A reader, appalled by news of the murder 
camps, writes that “under the present German 
immigration quota, 27,370 Nazis can come to the 
United States yearly.” He urges a law “prohibit- 
ing these Nazis from coming into our country.” 

It is true the quota exists, but future im- 
migrants from Germany won't be Nazis if our 
authorities are on the job. Existing laws do not 
specifically forbid entry of Nazis, unless they’ 
could be excluded under the provision barring 
persons who advocate overthrow of our Govern- 
ment. The law should be tightened, and it 


. should be strictly enforced, with extra precau- 


tions for screening out all Nazi sympathizers. 

To bar all Germans would be extreme, for 
some of our best stock has come from that coun- 
try in happier days, and outstanding intellectuals 
have come more recently. While we want no 
Nazis here, we wouldn't want to bar a potential 
Carl Schurz, released from a concentration camp, 
if he met the immigration requirements,

Your bonds are an investment to you. 
You look upon them as an anchor to wind- 
ward in the postwar world. They may help 
tide over a serious illness, put the children 
through college, provide a nest-egg for old 
age. 

These bonds of yours, however, are a 
part of the national debt which so many 
leading citizens are worrying about. Every 
hundred dollars of investment to you is a 
liability of the United States Treasury of 
precisely the same amount, 


“We Owe It to Ourselves” 


If there were only a thousand citizens in 
the country, and every one of them held a 
$100 bond, the national war debt would be 
$100,000, Every citizen’s assets would then 
be matched by an equal liability—for the 
national debt is a liability of all the 
citizens—and the whole thing would wash 
out. . 

In the real postwar world, the debt will 
indeed be a liability of all the people, but 
some people will own more bonds than 
others, and so ‘interest distributed will 
vary. Assume that the debt is the 300 
billion dollars some expect. Then the 
investment side of it will probably be dis- 
tributed something like this: 


Per cent Billions 
Held by commercial banks— 40 $120 
Held by insurance companies 
and savings banks——— 15 
Held by corporations, etc.— 15 
Held by Government units, 
such as the Social Security 


$300 


The banks, the private insurance com- 
panies and corporations are all owned in 
the last analysis by individuals, while the 
Government units represent the people. In 
one sense, therefore, American citizens owe 
American citizens the 300 billion dollars. 
This is what economists mean whén they 
say, “We owe it to ourselves,” and “It is 
impossible for America to go bankrupt.” 


Need a Spending Stream 


What choices have we as bond holders? 
We can legally sell our bonds two months 
after we buy them—thus losing any inter- 
est payments, and burdening the Treasury 
with two transactions instead of one. This 
legal privilege is of course intended for 
emergencies; otherwise it would be better 
for all concerned if we did not buy at all. 

Or we can hold them for a while, suppos- 
ediy until they mature, If they are E- 
bonds, the whole interest will be paid in a 
lump at that time. 


If bond-owning citizens promptly spend 
the interest the Treasury pays them for 
concrete things—things that make jobs, 
like shoes and new machinery—the national 
income will go booming along without a 
halt. Th®é taxes taken out of our national 
pocket will go right back to the spending 
stream. If the debt is 300 billion dollars, 
and the average interest rate is 2 per cent, 


then six billion dollars will be taken out 
of the spending stream in taxes, shunted 
to the Treasury, which shunts it right back 
in interest to bond holders, who spend it for 
job-producing enterprises, 


Trouble will come when the bond holders 
do not spend it. If they hoard it, and their 
bond interest turns into idle money, idle 
men will be the inevitable result. Hoard- 
ing mostly happens in the upper brackets, 
and in large corporations and lending in- 
stitutions, 


Idle Dollars and Men 


In a rough-and-ready way, we can esti- 
mate that every idle dollar in the economy 
generates a man-hour of unemployment. 


The moral is that war bonds should be 
distributed as widely as possible through 
all ranks of the population. The less well- 
to-do usually spend their bond interest as 
fast as they get it. - 


It is equally important that we all try 
to hold on to our bonds when the war is 
over, at least until the skies have cleared. 
Spend such interest as is paid to us, but 
cherish the principal. The Government 
must perform a difficult balancing act to 
keep the great debt from toppling over and 
making holes in the economy—which means 
making holes in you and me. Wait until 
that specific call comes, 


Will the Government try to pay off the 
whole debt within a few years? Of course 
not. Any such attempt would ruin the bal- 
ancing act altogether. .It would flood the 
country with 300 billion liquid dollars, 
which would produce first a monumental 
inflation, and then an unprecedented crash. 


How to Support the Debt 


No modern government except the United 
States has ever tried to extinguish all its 
internal debt. The British still carry some 
of their Napoleonic war debt as investment 
for citizens. A national debt, when it is 
owed to foreign nations, is something like 
your personal debts, and it is a good idea 
to get it out of the way as soon as pos- 
sible. But when it is internal, it ceases to 
be anything like your personal debts, be- 
cause it is all in the family. 


British experience over a century indi- 
cates that a debt twice the average na- 
tional income can be managed without too 
much difficulty, If our postwar debt is 300 
billion dojlars net, national income should 
be held if possible at 150 billion. If na- 
tional income falls much below this figure, 
and stays below, the debt would become 
unmanageable, 


The most important thing that any Amer- 
ican can do for the financial health of his 
country after the war is to get behind a 
program for full employment.. With 55 to 
60 million jobs, year in and year out, most 
citizens will be prosperous. National in- 
come will remain well above the 150-billion- 
dollar mark, The debt will be quite man- 
ageable, and your investment will pay out 
at par.

Course of Events in Argentina 
Interpreted in Economic Terms 


“The Argentine Republic,” by Yeabel Rennle. (Mac 
millan Co., New York.) 

By now, historians who deal with Latin 
America should blush because of their lack 
of material on Argentina, Of the four good 
books about that country written since 1942, 
all have been by non-historians. 

There is not much doubt that this new 
book is the best that has appeared. Mrs. 
Rennie, who spent 1941-43 in Argentina on 
a traveling fellowship from Radcliffe Col- 
lege, must be congratulated on an excellent 
book, which for the first time discloses the 
economic influences in Argentine life.

Argentina began its existence as a pas- 
toral nation, but moved in the 1880s and 
’90s to an agrarian economy. This change 
came from the development of refrigera- 
tion, dependence on the sale of beef and 
wheat, immigration, railroads, the coming 
of foreign capital and the rise of the large 
landed estates. 

The Conservatives, those who owned the 
land and cattle; were in complete con- 
trol for years. But in 1916 a free election 
was held, and the Radical party, which rep- 
resented the middle class, came into power, 
to remain until 1930. Either Conservative 
or Radical needed money, so English in- 
terests obtained a tight hold on the coun- 
try’s economic structure. 

The depression caused the fall of the 
Radical party. The Conservatives, by revo- 
lution, once again won control. Their rule 
in the 1930s was one of graft, protection for 
the landed aristocrats, siding with England 
and fear of the resurgence of the middle- 
class Radical party. However, both the 
middle and the upper classes feared the 
new laboring group that had gradually 
come into being since 1900 and was espe- 
cially strong after 1930. 

. > * 

This fear, along with disgust for graft 
and economic dependence on England, led 
a group of Army officers to revolt and 
seize power in 1943. That was the group 
led by Juan Peron, and it must be pointed 
out that, at least in the beginning, the 
Army was backed by the upper and middle 
classes. Peron now keeps himself in power 
by typical Fascist methods. 

Mrs. Rennie’s point on the growing im- 
portance of the middle class is excellent. 
It means the end of the old agrarian con- 
servative control and a new industrial role 
for Argentina. One might picture the coun- 
try’s position as that of the United States 
after the Civil War. P

ERMANY now is reaping the 
whirlwind for importing slave 
labor on a scale that makes 
the pyramid-building Pharaohs of 
old seem pikers by comparison. 

It was but natural that at the 
moment of their liberation these 
millions considered themselves en- 
titled to loot German homes, get 
intoxicated on German wine and 
liquor stocks, invade wholesale 
houses and strip them, take auto- 
mobiles, bicycles, motorcycles and 
horses to transport them back to 
their native lands.

definitely hindered the war effort.

Hence, from the moment of tak- 
ing over any given city, the mili- 
tary government officials first 
sought to get the D-P problem 
under control. Any available Ger- 
man army or concentration camp 
facilities were thoroughly cleaned, 
dusted, made comfortable and the 
D-Ps were requested to go there 
until they could be sent home. 
Transport was provided quickly 
for the nationals of nearby coun- 
tries such as France, Belgium and 
Holland. ir 


In the Aachen area, where the 
D-Ps from Eastern Europe are ex- 
pected to be under the care of the 
military government for some 
time, Poles, Russians and Yugo- 
Slavs were allowed to settle in 
German® homes and the Germans 
were forced to go into the D-P 
barracks. 

This effort of getting the D-P 
problem under control necessitat- 
ed assigning many military gov- 
ernment teams solely to the care 
of the D-Ps. 

Many D-Ps thought they could 
reach home faster by going on 
their own. Many refused to do 
any work, such as keeping the 
camp clean, The M.G, did not 
want to appear in the role of a 
new slave-driver, hence it tried 
persuasion rather than force. But 
it was a headache all the same. 


40 Pct. Are Russians. 


At the present writing about 
2,500,000 D-Ps have been account- 
ed for. About 40 per cent are 
Russians, 23 per cent French, 14 
per cent Polish, nine Italian, five 
each Belgian and Dutch and the 
rest scattered. Some 200 major 
camps have been conditioned for 
their benefit. 

The M.G, estimates that 4,000.- 
000 to 4,500,000 D-Ps may turn up 
before the accounting is com- 
plete.

Of Awful Suspense and Strain 


15-Ton Robots Moving Faster Than Sound 
Were Controlled by Motors No Bigger 


Than Thimbles.

Men were killed at their desks. 
Women went out to buy the day's 
groceries and never returned. A 
house was a home one minute 
and a pile of rubble the next. 

People in quiet places all over 
the world read the stories and 
looked sympathetically at the pic- 
tures of what Hitler's V-2 rockets 
did to London, But stories and 
pictures cannot begin to convey 
the awful eeriness and suspense 
of living here through those 201 
nightmarish days of the rocket 
war, 


The flying bombs were terrify- 
ing and would kill you just as 
quickly—but you could hear them 
and had a sporting chance of 
ducking. 


The final rocket ordeal was the 
most fantastic episode of the war. 

A deadly robot monster weigh- 
ing 15 tons, launched from cam- 
ouflaged sites hundreds of miles 
away and traveling through the 
stratosphere at a speed faster 
than sound, would descend with- 
out warning, killing, maiming and 
destroying. Never before had a 
civilian population been subjected 
to such a ruthless and savage 
assault. 


Britons Stood It. 


Hitler and his clever scientists 
hoped to terrorize the pedple of 
this country into a negotiated 
peace. Fire and fury had been 
rained down on them from the 
start. Their nerves were frayed 
and their bodies tired but their 
stubborn courage never . failed. 
They thumbed their noses at Jerry 
and carried on. No one here will 
deny, however, that had D-day not 
come when it did London might 
easily have become the “raging 
volcano” that Dr. Goebbels had so 
exultantly described. 

At intervals throughout the day 
and night the customary noises of 
a big city were punctuated with 
the thud and roar of exploding 
rockets. ‘ 

The V-2 explosion was unlike 
anything before—a_ deafening 
crack followed by a disintegrating 
roar as the blast tore down bulild- 
ings and the earth trembled, But 
eventually the explosions attracted 
little attention unless they were 
very close, 


Crater 40 Feet Deep. 


Tt was 6:54 p. m,, Sept. 8 1944, 
when the first V-2 rocket landed 
in a field south of London, A few 
seconds later another struck 
suburban Chiswick and was heard 
all over London, It dug a crater 
40 feet deep and 20 feet across. 
razing nine houses and damaging 
more, Three people were killed 
and 19 seriously injured, 

People discussed it in wonder, 
just as though they didn’t know 
it was V-2. There hid been many 
official warnings of the rocket’s 
existence, but, schooled to secur- 
ity, the public mrintained a baf- 
fling silence.

U.S. War Chiefs 
Fight to End 


Many Expect Ene- 
my to Quit When 
Homeland Is In- 
vaded.

Japan will] quit tne war when 
its military defeat becomes ob- 
vious rather than continue the 
fanatical resistance for which 
its soldiers have gained a name 
on long by-passed islands, 

Defeat will not likely become 
obvious to Japan until the Jap- 
anese homeland is invaded. 

The Emperor is a key figure 
in the Pacific’s war picture and 
if he ever gives the word for 
his warring subjects to cease 
fire every Japanese, wherever 
he is, immediately will lay down 
his weapons. 

There is no sound basis for 
speculating when the war will 
end. It could end in a relatively 
short time and efforts are bent 
toward that result, but its dura- 
tion is strictly up to Japan, Any 
effort of the enemy toward a 
compromise short of uncondi- 
tional surrender is foredoomed, 

Japan cannot long wage an ef- 
fective war in China and Man- 
churia if the homeland falls. 

The key to success or failure 
in the Pacific is the supply line. 
The Allies are winning because 
of brilliant successes in bridging 
the Pacific’s staggering dis- 
tances. Japan is losing, despite 
tough, bitter-end resistance, pri- 
marily because her supply lines 
are cut. 

These impressions were obtained 
on a 26,000-mile air tour of the 
Pacific which took in the Mari- 
anas, the Philippines, Australia 


and subsidiary island supply and/|! 


Japanese commanders, in Man- 
churia, China, Indo-China, Malaya 
and the Dutch East Indies might 
disregard such orders, contending 
that the Emperor is not acting of 
his own free will, or that he is 
ill-advised. Army officers in the 
Tokyo military revolt of Feb. 26, 
1936, refused to yield until over- 
whelmed, on the ground the Em- 
peror was ill-advised in asking 
their surrender, 


Jap Preparations. 

The Japanese are known to 
have been making preparations 
for a long time for a final stand 
on the continent. Former Foreign 
Minister Mamoru Shigemitsu told 
the Diet last autumn that the war 
would probably end in China 
where it had started, and it is 
figured that Japan may have an 
army of four million men abroad 
when the war ends in the home- 
land, There are believed to be 
one million Japanese soldiers in 
Manchuria, upward of two mil- 
lion in China and another million 
in other Japanese-occupied terri- 
tories in Southern Asia. 

In his V-E day broadcast, Presi- 
dent Truman declared that “when 
the last Japanese division has sur- 
rendered unconditionally, then 
only will our fighting job be 
done.” It is assumed here that the 
President made that remark with 
considerable forethought and that 
he meant to indicate that the 
United States would not stop at 
defeating Japan in the home 
islands but would ca on the 
fight wherever necessary to bring 
about the annihilation™efitkhe Jap- 
anese Army. 


Task for Our Allies. 

Many officials here believe that 
when the Japanese are defeated 
at home, America’s role will be- 
come largely a supporting one and 
that much of the fighting must 
devolve on our allies, the Chinese, 
French, British and Dutch. The 
United States may use its Navy 
and air force to support Allied 
operations but there is no dispo- 
sition here to send large American 
expeditionary forces to Asia to 
reconquer other nations’ territory. 

The British are expected to turn 
their attention very soon toward 


retaking the great naval base at 
Singapore. It is expected not only 
to serve the United Nations as an 
important postwar base for keep- 
ing peace in the Pacific, but its. 
recapture is a matter of restoring 
British prestige in the eyes of 
Orientals throughout Asia. 

The recent capture of Rangoon 
gives the British an important 
base from which to direct their 
operations for retaking Singapore. 
Sumatra is a natural stepping- 
stone from Rangoon to Singapore 
at the tip of the Malayan penin- 
sula. 

French Plans. 

French plans for liberating Indo- 
China are well under way. Rene 
Plevin, French Minister of Fi- 
nance, reported recently to Presi- 
dent Truman that the French had 
two divisions—30,000 men—ready 
to join in the war in the Pacific. 
These divisions are close by Indo- 
China, it is reliably reported, and 
the French government is ex-~- 
pected to appoint Gen. Jacques 
Le Clerc, former commander of 
Free French Forces in Africa, and 
leader of the French troops that 
entered Paris with the American 
forces, as commander of a French 
expedition to recover Indo-China. 

The attitude of the American 
and British governments is that 
this is primarily a task for the 
French, with possible British and 
American naval and air assistance. 

Reports indicate that Japanese 
troops are withdrawing progres- 
sively from the Dutch East Indies 
to China and that only rear-guard 
forces are being left in the islands 
such as were encountered on 
Luzon. It will be up to the Dutch 
with the possible help of the Brit- 
ish to free the valuable Dutch 
colonial empire in Asia. Much 
ground work has been done by 
Gen. Douzlas MacArthur, but only 
to the extent necessary in the 
general scheme of operations 
against Japan. 

The greatest problem will be that 
of driving the Japanese armies 
from China, Lt. Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer has been ; training 
Chinese troops in China for that 
purpose, but it is considered doubt- - 
ful here whether the Chinese will 
be able to do the job alone. The 
extent to which the Chinese will be 
able to rise to the occasion, will 
in the final analysis, probably de- 
termine the extent of American 
intervention, The task, it is ad- 
mitted, would be considerably 
easier if the Russians should en- 
ter the Pacific war and deprive 
the Japanese of their arsenal in 
Manchuria, 


U. §. NEGROES IMPORTANT

The letter, expressing hope for 
the success of the United Negro 
College fund for 1945, was ad- 
dressed to the fund’s chairman, 
Thomas A. Morgan. It continued: 

“The best possible training will 
be needed by the American na- 
tion as a whole, including its Ne- 
gro citizens, to conquer the many 
tests of peace. No one questions

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ALLIES DISAGREE 
ON RE-EDUCATION 
PLANIN GERMANY 


Each Has Different Sys- 
tem for Schools — 
American Experiment 
at Aachen. 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 
Last of a Series. 

AACHEN, Germany, May 19 
(AP).—The ghost of the Weimar 
Republic hovers in the closed, 
shuttered schools of occupied 
Western Germany. When they re- 
open, it appears they will teach 
the three “Rs” as Weimar taught 
them. 

But re-education of German 
youth seems slated to be an in- 
ternational political football to be 
kicked around as much as “repar- 
ations in kind” and “war crim- 
inals.” 

Each of the four occupying pow- 
ers prefers a different system of 
education. These differences are 
as pronounced as are those be- 
tween the ways of life in Chicago 
and -Magnitogorsk, Birmingham 
and Lyon. 

Between the American and Brit- 
ish occupation zones close co-ordi- 
nation of the school programs 
seems assured. How much simi- 
larity they will have to the pro- 
grams under the Russian and 
French contro] is unanswerable at 
present. 

‘ Experiment by Americans. 

Aachen, ruled by the American 
Military Government since last 
October, is today’s most advanced 
experiment in what will be a long 
continuing research on how to 
make German classrooms safe for 
democracy. 

Since this war-wrecked city lies 
in an area ultimately marked out 
for British occupation, it may be 
assumed that what the Americans 
mow are doing here is done with 
tacit British consent. 

Aachen, which had a prewar 
population of wurst is now a 
community of 15,000 children, 
women and old men. Bombing 
forced the 40 schools to close a 
year ago and most of the pupils 
Were evacuated to the country- 
side. 

Next month, if SHAEF approval 
is given, classes are scheduled to 
resume for the first time. They 
will be limited to the first four 
grades with facilities for 600 stu- 
dents. The American Military 
Government has permitted the 
oberbergerminster—an oldtime 
member of the Catholic Centrist 
party whose name is officially 
withheld because his predecessor 
was killed two months ago—to 
appoint a panel of “parent-citi- 
zens.” 

This panel, whether or not with 
tongue in cheek, selected a school 
director of mixed German and 
Jewish blood, explaining it was 
because of his idea that “our 
future citizens must be citizens of 
the world and not merely of 
greater Germany.” 

Nazi Textbooks Confiscated. 

All available textbooks published 
by the Nazi regime were confis- 
cated early ir the occupation. 
But printing presses under Amer- 
ican supervision are now turning 
out 20,000 copies of a beginner's 
reader and an arithmetic book 
textually identical with those is- 
sued in the 1920s by the Weimar 
republican government. 

Assurance that no changes were 
made in the text was given me by 
Maj. Jack Bradford, St. Paul, 
Minn., who said, however, he 
could not show them as yet, even 
to accredited American war cor- 
respondents. 

The beginner’s reader is re- 
ported to be devoted to innocuous 
legends and anecdotes with no 
manifest attempt to glamorize 
German prowess. The arithmetic 
is said to hide no ideologital prop- 
aganda. 

In ad.wition to these subjects, 
music and drawing may be taught. 

What children 10 years old or 
older will do for schooling is a 
problem no American authority in 
Aachen has taken 1p yet. But in 
the present American occupation 
zone, virtually every town and 
village is making representations 
for permission to get “he educa- 
tion of the youngér children re- 
started on at least the same basis 
as in Aachen. 

Germans Show Resentment. 

A ground swell of resentment 
can he observed among the Ger- 
mans over the current confusion 
among the western Allied powers 
about what to do with education. 
No doubt the Germans are going 
to cry and complain if opportunity 
for “culture” is not made avail- 
able in toto from kindergarten 
through college. 

I talked with a professor, an ad- 
herent of the pre-Nazi Social 
Democratic party who helps edit 
the American-controlled Aachener 
Nachrichten, a four-page t bloid 
weekly newspaper. Amid his pro- 
testations of being “ashamed of 
the German race” and “dedicated 
to democracy,” I asked him if he 
knew how Hitler had educated the 
Polish children. 

The elderly bearded journalist’s 
face went blank. 

I said I had stood in the former 
Adolf Hitler platz in Lodz, Poland, 
last February and heard Polish 
children tell of living five years 
there without a school to go to. 

His eyes blinked behind. tnick- 
lensed glasses and he shook his 
head—a gesture of innocent ignor- 
ance the Germans also make when 
asked about concentration camp 
atrocities. 

“But we,” he said, as if it were 
enough, “have always been a cul- 
tural state. How can the world 
let culture be destroyed?”

shall not have to trouble about 
trying those particular rats. 

At Dachau it was a common 
sight to see bodies, two or three 
of them at a time, lying out in 
the street. They were still dying 
off so fast that as they died the 
surviving inmates would throw 
them outside to await the arrival 
of a pushcart which would take 
them away, 

In demonstration of one of the 
S. 8.’s little jokes I have seen a 
prisoner lie on his stomach with 
his hands theoretically tied behind 
his back wriggling along on the 
ground, I have seen another dem- 
onstrating how they would tie a 
man’s wrists together behind his 
back and then hang him up by his 
wrists for perhaps an hour, let- 
ting all his weight fall on his 
shoulders. Try it yourself and 
imagine what it would do to your 
shoulders. I have heard the testi- 
mony of many prisoners and of 
honorable American officers who 
had preceded us in the case of 
Dachau by our four days, 

A Glorious Sound. 

I have heard a glorious and sub- 
lime sound, one which I shall 
never forget. As our group walked 
into a hospital ward of post-oper- 
ative patients lying in double deck 
bunks and with everything, 
thanks to our Army doctors; spick 
and span, the patients’ observed 
the uniforms of the officers who 
preceded us and perhaps recog- 
nized the appearance of ourselves 
as American civilians. They tried 
to applaud and they tried to 
cheer, but they were so weak 
that the sound they made was 
almost plaintive. There was no 
mistaking what they were trying 
to do. They were cheering the 
Americans. Hearing that sound 
made me proud to be an Ameri- 
can. 

I have touched the emaciated 
hands of a considerable number 
of prisoners and of several hospi- 
tal patients who insisted on shak- 
ing hands with the Americans, 
and I have smelt the unforgetta- 
ble stench of the scores of bodies 
piled up in two rooms of the Da- 
chau crematory which the Army 
had not yet had an opportunity 
to dispose of. On another nice 
spring day I smelt the stench, 
too, that came out of an open win- 
dow of a bunk house at Buchen- 
wald which the Army had evacu- 
ated, had not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to disinfect and which 
they had locked up. I believe that 
peering into that dark, filthy pest- 
house, with its very few windows 
and its bunks still filled with the 
bedding of the inmates and smell- 
ing that smell, shocked me worse 
than anything else. Curiously 
enough, the bodies I wag to see 
later shocked me comparatively 
little, for. these poor creatures 
were so emaciated, literally down 
to skin and bones, that they ap- 
peared unreal. It was difficult to 
believe that they were corpses of 
human beings. They rather re- 
sembled caricatures of humam be- 
ings. 


)} I have found exaggeration in 
previously published reports to be 
absolutely negligible. The = evi- 
dence of the atrocities is so over- 
whelming that I feel, as we news- 
paper men all did, that it would 
weaken the case to report any- 
thing that was not obviously the 
truth. I will cite one such exam- 
ple. The wife of the commandant 
at Buchenwald had herself made 
a lamp shade and other objects of 
tanned human skin, much of it 
bearing tattoo marks. Photo- 
graphs proving this have been 
published in the newspapers and 
should appear in the forthcoming 
Signal Corps film. The _ report 
was published in the United 
States that these pieces of skin 
were removed, probably under a 
local anesthetic by the grafting 
process familiar to all surgeons, 
from living victims. I found no 
evidence to indicate the victims 
were alive. 


Eisenhower Not Revengeful. 

Gen. Eisenhower gave us the 
assignment to come to Europe and 
to report the existence of atroci- 
ties in Germany. I have met Gen. 


Eisenhower and I know that he is 
not a revengeful man. His pur- 
pose in giving us this assignment 
was to make the American people 
realize the incredible extent of the 
Nazi crimes so that those who 
were guilty would be justly pun- 
ished—and here I repeat and em- 
phasize the words “justly pun- 
ished,” not by Gestapo-like lynch- 
ings but by fair trials where a 
guilty man is found guilty and an 
innocent man has a fair opportu- 
nity to prove his innocence. If 
this. report will help to bring 
about that result, I shall feel that 
my trip to Europe was justified. 


At this point let me reassure 
American parents of American 
prisoners of war confined in Ger- 
man prison camps, as_ distin- 
guished from the concentration 
camps for political prisoners, that 
the two should not be compared. 
Unquestionably, American prison- 
ers were often badly, sometimes 
cruelly, sometimes § inhumanly 
treated, but on the whole their 
condition could not possibly be 
compared with that of the political 
prisoners. Our men all lost weight. 


As near as Ican gather, the loss 
averaged around 40 pounds, but a 
man can lose 40 pounds and with 
proper care stil] come out of it in 
relatively good shape. Unquestion- 
ably, many of them were com- 
pelled to make forced marches of 
40 or 50 miles a day. Unquestion- 
ably, many of them were beaten 
with fists and rifle butts; unques- 
tionably, too, it should be said 
that Red Cross packages saved 
their dives. Testimony as to the 
life-saving value of Red Cross 
packages was universal. My point 
is that when parents read reports 
of atrocities in the concentration 
camps they should not confuse 
camps containing political prison- 
ers with those containing prison- 
ers of war. 


Chapter II---The Cure 


My findings at Buchenwald and 
Dachau have since been confirmed 
and, indeed, greatly amplified by 
the report of a distinguished Con- 
gressional committee which was 
doing its inspection in Europe 
while we were there. 

The Congressional investigation 
was entirely separate from ours. 
The Congressional committee was 
bipartisan in personnel and in- 
cluded, among others, Senator 
Barkley of Kentucky, Democrat; 
Senator Saltonstall of Massachu- 
setts, Republican; and Congress- 
man Dewey Short of Missouri, Re- 
publican. 


Two Questions. 

Surely by this time the facts 
have been’ established beyond 
question to any reasonable mind. 
This leads us to consideration of 
two questions: : 

(1) How could such things 
have happened in a _ beautiful 
country like Germany, which 
has produced such fine music 
and literature, such great in- 
ventive genius, and which has 
sent to our country so many im- 
migrants who later were to be- 
come truly great American 
citizens? As an example, to 
mention only one, let me point 
to the late Charles: Nagel of St. 
Louis, 

(2) What should be done to 
prevent a repetition? 


I am not a historian, I am not 
an anthropologist, and I am not 
a psychologist, but surely all three 
of these sciences will figure im- 
portantly in the true answer to 
the question of how such things 
could have happened in an edu- 
cated, highly literate and formerly 
Christian country. As I see it, we 
are likely to make the mistake of 
blaming everything on Hitler. To 
be sure, Hitler, if he is not al- 
ready dead, deserves to be shot at 
sunrise, or earlier if possible. But 
as the distinguished Burgomaster 
of Antwerp told us in an after- 
luncheon talk, describing the 
agonies of his city when it was 
nearly destroyed by five months 
of V-bombing, “Hitler did not 
create Germany; Germany created 
Hitler.” 

Hitler, at the beginning, was 
the symptom of the German dis- 
ease rather than the disease it- 
self. The disease had prevailed for 
some 75 years from the days of 
Bismarck and earlier. It was Bis- 
marck who started the Franco- 
Prussian War. It was the Kaiser 
who kept rattling his saber and 
finally plunged the world into 
World War I. It was Hitler who 
started this war. 


How Did They Do It? 


How were these men able to 
wage these wars? It was because 
of the German General Staff, that 
group of great Junkers, great 
aristocrats, men of splendid pro- 
fessional education with every op- 
portunity to know better, men 
who believed and still believe that 
might makes right. 

Hitler, undeniably an_ extra- 
ordinary leader of men, worked 
his way to power in a country 
that has known but very little 
about self-government. When 


Hitler came to power, its people 
were incapable of speaking for 


themselves. They had never had 
more than limited experience in 
practicing self-government. They 
were split into many different 
political parties. There was no 
such thing as public opinion as 
we know that term. The country 
had suffered a devastating infla- 
tion and was in the midst of a 
grave unemployment crisis. 

The German Genera] Staff was 
looking for an opportunity then, 
as always, and as it still is today, 
to dominate and to lead and to 
rule the German people and the 
rest of the world by force of arms. 
They saw in Hitler, or thought 
they saw, a convenient tool. They 
and the great industrialists of 
Germany, who thought they were 
smart, climbed aboard Hitler’s 
band-wagon. The tool soon be- 
came the master and the General 
Staff, for a long time at least, the 
willing servant. 

“Power corrupts and absolute 
power corrupts absolutely,” Lord 
Acton has said: As Hitler became 
powerful, his absolute power con- 
tinued to corrupt absolutely. There 
occurred more and more purges. 
More and more concentration 
camps were built. Into the pic- 
ture came the Gestapo and that 
vilest of all Hitler’s creations, his 
private police, and later his pri- 
vate army, the S.S., all its mem- 
bers fanatics, all of them sadistic 
brutes, 

In the meantime, the German 
people, who could not think for 
themselves politically, who never 
had the slightest conception of 
that great American and British 
glory, the glory of the individual, 
went along with Hitler, some of 
them out of terror of the Gestapo, 
many of them out of sheer ad- 
miration for the Fuehrer, all of 
them because they liked to be led 
around by the nose.

The British and French, like the 
Americans, dreaded war. They 
sought to avert it by the sur- 
render at Munich in 1938. Yet 
the war came. Finally came the 
day when the Yanks of the 157th 
and the’ 222nd infantry overran 
the camp at Dachau and found 
the train-load of bodies and all 
the rest of the horrors. And so 
we have the picture of how these 
unbelievable things could have 
happened in Germany, in beauti- 
ful Germany with its lovely Rhine 
‘River and its flowers and its 
‘songs and its festivals. They could 
‘happen in Germany and they did 
-happen in Germany. 


What Should Be Done? 

, This brings us to the second 
‘question: What should be done to 
prevent a repetition? Clearly, the 
iguilty should be punished. The 
Congressmen, in their report, di- 
rect attention to the Allied War 
Crimes Commission which, they 
say, is a body competent to deal 
with these crimes and which “will 
approach the subject from the 
standpoint of practical justice in 
every area and in all categories of 
crimes that may be involved.” 

I hope this proves to be true,

delay. As I see it, four groups 
must be dealt with. These are: 
(1) the Gestapo, (2) the S. S., (3)} 
the industrialists and financiers, 
and (4) the German General 
Staff. 

There can be no argument 
about the gangsters who make up 
the Gestapo and the S. S. It 
seems highly doubtfd] that there 
could have been any innocent 
men among these two groups, but 
there may have been. If there 
are, they should be given the 
benefit of fair and speedy trial 
and acquitted. The guilty, in my 
opinion, and with no differenti- 
ation as to the degree of their 
guilt, should be shot. 


All this applies likewise to the 
German financiers and industrial- 
ists, those slick, smooth, English- 
speaking, London-tailored chaps 
who give such good parties but 
who, like the others, are up to 
their necks in blood guilt. The 
contemptible Ribbentrop, the for- 
mer champagne salesman, is a 
fair example of this type, as are 
the brilliant Schacht and _ the 
Krupps, who, we were told by 
their production manager at Es- 
sen, had never—no never—had 
any desire to make munitions of 
war. 

There may possibly be an argu- 
ment as to the German General 
Staff. I, for one, consider this 
group the guiltiest of the four. 
It is these professional and chron- 
ic militarists who, day in and day 
out, year in and year out, and 
long before Schickelgruber was 
ever heard of, have deliberately, 
consistent'y and uninterruptedly 
abused their position as soldiers, 
misled and deceived their own 
people, let alone the rest of the 
world, and plunged the world into 
war twice within 25 years. These 
men with their long lines of an- 
cestry and their fine Heidelberg 
educations and theirsplendid mus- 
taches and their hideous Heidel- 
berg scars—these men who in the 
old days would come goose-step- 
ping down the sidewalk and 


tourist off that sidewalk if she 
happened to get in their way— 
these are the men more funda- 
mentally guilty even than Hitler 
himself. It is they who are re- 
sponsible for the white crosses 
of our American cemeteries in 
Europe, for the millions of slave 
laborers lying in unmarked pits 
and for the thousands of innocent 
women and children buried in the 
ruins of London, of Le Havre and 
of Antwerp, which I have seen, 
and of many another city which 
I have not seen. 

Some “may argue that these 
groups will run into perhaps two 
or more million persons and the 
trial of so many individuals is 
out of the question. My answer 
to that argument is that there is 
reason to expect that organiza- 
tions as well as individuals may 
be put on trial and that our own 
criminal records here in_ the 
United States indicate that trials 
by the millions are not an impos- 
sibility. One F. B. I. figure, I be- 
lieve, will suffice. It shows, with 
respect to only one-third of our 
population, that persons charged 
or held for prosecution numbered 
1,682,000 in 1943. That, I submit, 
indicates the feasibility of trying 
these German war criminals, 
whatever their numbers.

Having uprooted these mani- 
festations of Nazism, I believe we 
shall have to occupy Germany for 
at least one and possibly two gen- 
erations to come. 
to disinfect Germany by every 
have to put the Germans on pa- 
role as we do with young repent- 
ant criminals here at home when 
we think that, after they are pun- 
ished, there is a chance to bring 
them around to becoming useful 
citizens. 

We shall, of course, have to de- 
militarize the Germans lock, 
stock and barrel. Having de- 


tarized them, it is my hope and 
belief that over a long period of 
time we can, through .free, hon- 
est newspapers, a free, honest 
radio, free movies, free churches, 
free books and free schools—by 
these means it is my hope that 
in time we can bring the German 
people around to a point where, 
possibly, they..may begin to learn 
the difficult process of democratic 
self-government. 

In spite of the. slaughter of 
German and European intellectual 
democratic leadership, there must 
be some Germans to whom we 
can look to help the German 
people assume the duties and en- 
joy the privileges of democracy. 

This will take many a long year 
and will cost many a hard-earned 
dollar in taxes, but as I see it we 


must rid the world of the cancer 
of Nazism and German militar- 
ism. That will take a radical— 
a very radical—operation. Unless 


cannot possibly treat these men}we have the courage and persist- 


as criminals! They are brave 
soldiers who have fought for 
their country just as we are fight- 
ing for ours.” I tried to explain 
to him that our Generals content 
themselves with the business of 
defending our country from at- 
tack.

after Sept. 16, 1940, 

3. The Government will pay tui- 
tion and training fees up to $500 a 
year, and for subsistence, $50 a 
month to single men and $75 
monthly to men with dependents. 

Loans: 

1. The Government will insure 
payment of 50 per cent of any 
money borrowed by a _ veteran 


from a bank, building and loan 
association or other private lend- 
ing agency, but the insured half 
cannot exceed $2000. 


2. Such private lending agencies 
are prohibited from demanding se- 
curity from the veteran on that 
portion of the loan insured or un- 
derwritten by the Government. 


3. The act permits the veteran 
to insure the remaining part of his 
loan through Federal agencies oth- 
er than the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, such as the Federal Housing 
Administration. 

4. It permits insurance of loans, 
as set forth above, for starting a 
business, purchase of a home, 
farm, livestock, machinery and 
equipment; repairs and alterations 
to buildings; and for payment of 
delinquent debts, taxes, or special 
assessments on a house, 

Job placement: 

1. A board of three, consisting 
of the Veterans’ Administrator, 
War Manpower Commissioner and 
Director of Selective Service, is 
set up to provide job replacement 
and counseling service. 

2. The act specifies that a war 
veteran be named in every state 
to direct such employment serv- 
ice for veterans. 

Unemployment Benefits: 

1. A veteran is entitled to 24 
weeks of unemployment benefits 
for the first 90 days of active 
service and an additional four 
weeks unemployment allowance 
for each calendar month of ac- 
tive service, after the first 90 
days, up to a total of 52 weeks, 
at $20 a week. 

2. To be eligible, the veteran, if 
untrained, must be willing to take 
a vocational course to fit him for 
work, and he must not participate 
in any labor controversy that re- 
sults in work stoppage. 

There are many other provi- 
sions of the G. I. Bill of Rights, 
but these are the essential ones. 
On paper they read as a liberal 
program for the _ nation’s 15 
million men and women who will 
have served in the armed forces. 
But many veterans of this war 
already have registered bitter 
complaints at what they view as 
“the run-around,” caused, they be- 
lieve, by inefficiency and restrict- 
ing interpretations of a good act. 

Scores of illustrations could be 
cited, but a few typical ones will 
suffice as an indication of the 
situation. The Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration has issued a succession of 


act’s education and _ vocational 
training clauses. It was ruled in- 
itially that to get $500 worth of 
schooling a veteran would have to 
attend a complete “regular school 
year,” defined last Dec. 7 as 30 
weeks. Shorter courses would be 
pro-rated, which meant maximum 
tuition payments of $16.67 a week, 
based on 30 weeks. 

In many schools, where the 
term was shorter than .30 weeks, 
incensed veterans found that only 
part of their tuition bills would 
be paid. On March 7 the Admin- 
istration came out with a new 
ruling, placing the “ordinary 
school year" at 34 weeks. This 
dropped Government tuition pay- 
ments to $14.70 a week. Even this 
was further restricted by the 
definition of a week as 25 clock- 
hours of instruction, which meant 
58 centS an hour that the Gov- 
ernment would allow. 


Because of the confusion, many 
vocational training schools as late 
as last month were turning away 
all veterans applying for admit- 
tance under the bill. The Ameri- 
can Legion is now seeking Con- 
gressional aid in forcing the Vet- 
erans’ Administration to permit 
payment in full for customary 
costs of tuition. 


Slow in Starting. 


The agency also has been slow 
in starting the loan program 
under the act, exhibiting extreme 
caution in insuring such loans, 
according to critics. By last March 
24, a total of 15,842 veterans had 
received certificates of eligibility 
for participation in the loan pro- 
gram, but the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration had guaranteed only 2468. 
According to the agency, much of 
the delay has been caused by the 
necessity of dealing with other 
governmental departments as co- 
operating units in the program. 

Some veterans, too, have mis- 
interpreted the loan provisions. 
The only monetary gift to the 
veteran is payment by the Gov- 
ernment of his first year’s inter- 
est on the guaranteed portion, or 
a maximum of $80, based on 4 
per cent .of the maximum. guar- 
antee of a $2000 loan. The agency, 
in one of its explanatory book- 
lets, has found it expedient to 
caution veterans that the loan 
“suaranteed urider this act is not 
a gift,” and adds: “It must be re- 
paid; therefore, every precaution 
should be exercised to make sure 
that it will be a benefit and not 
a burden to the borrower.” 

Gen. Hines himself has referred 
to the business loan provisions of 
the law ‘as “probably one of the 
most hazardous” in the bill. He 
commented that 52 per cent of 
those going into business, as a 
general national average, fail 
within two years (referring, of 
course, to all persons starting 
businesses, not only veterans).

and, above all, of persons accused 
of collaborating with the Allied 
Control Commission, 


Terrorized by Gangs. 
Under the motto, “Verrater Ver- 


We shall have fallen der Vehme” (Traitors Fall |, 


|to the Fehme) all decent and 
'rorized by ruthless gangs armed 
with blackjacks, knives and guns. 

Exactly how many “traitors” fell 
victims to Fehme assassins in 
those troubled postwar years will 
probably never be known. Many 
of their crimes were covered up 
by disloyal policemen and their 
confederates in the administration 
and the judiciary who in their 
turn were shielded by the power- 
ful arm of the Reichswehr. 

In spite of these handicaps, how- 
ever, at least 350 political assassi- 
nations engineered by the Fehme 
had been fully established by 1924, 
including many prominent per- 
sonalities of all leftist parties. 

The first internationally known 
victims of the resuscitated Fehme 
were the Spartacist (Communist) 
leaders Karl Liebknecht and Rosa 
Luxemburg, who were brutally 
murdered in January, 1919. One 
of the principal perpetrators of 
this crime was Capt. Horst von 
Pflugk-Hartung, who later became 
one of Hitler’s most important un- 
dercover agents in Scandinavia. 
(Before the invasion of Denmark, 
I offen met Pflugk-Hartung at the 
foreign press association in Copen- 
hagen where he posed as corre- 
sopndent of the Berliner Borsen 
| Zeitung. 

Then, in February, 1919, the Ba- 
'Varian Socialist Prime Minister 
Kurt Eisner was shot dead in a

| street at Munich by Count Arco- 
| Vally, scion of a Bavarian noble 
family. 

Matthias Erzberger, a leader of 
_the Catholic Party (Centrum) and 
Reich Minister, who had been one 
| of the signers of the Versailles 
peace, was waylaid and slain by 
the Fehme murderers Schulz and 
| Tillessen, together with others, in 
August, 1921. 

Rathenau Assasinated. 

A year later, in June, 1922, For-

Enforcement of such a policy, 
in the opinion of Victor G. Reu- 
ther, director of the war policy 
division of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers, would mean open 
hostility between workers and vet- 
erans. Such an interpretation, he 
maintained, “would give to the 
returning veteran a type -of spe- 
cial privilege.” 

Col. Paul H. Griffith, chief of 
the personnel division of the Se- 
lective Service System, in an ad- 
dress at Chicago last Aug. 22, said 
emphatically that the system’s in- 
terpretation of the act was not 
antilabor, and added: “I am pro- 
veteran, and I believe that a vet- 
eran is entitled to every possible 
consideration when he comes back 
after serving his country.” 

Under the system’s interpreta- 
tion, a returning service man is 
“entitled to reinstatement in his 
former position or one of Wke

Into the Future

PARIS, May 19. 


T isn’t often that a mere human being is privileged to 
J 100 into the future. I’ve seen it. What I saw is the reason 

for this article. It is the most important single thing I’ve 
seen since I came to Europe on a tour that has includéd

and Germany. In New York 
a month ago an editor sug- 
gested that my _ articles 
should have a trend particu- 
larly interesting to women.

@ THE NORDHAUSEN FACTORY is not like any factory 
you ever saw. You can drive up to its very gates and never 
see it at all, for it was not built but blasted and gouged out 
of the solid rack that forms.a small mountain; one of the 
many hills that lie so green and peaceful—seeming all about 
that region.

Suddenly Finding Herself Married to Two Men, Both 
‘Fine Fellows,’ She Has Decided in Favor of First Hus- 
band, an Army Flyer Who ‘Returned From the Dead’ 


PORTSMOUTH, O., May 19. 

AVING made what is probably 
Hire most difficult decision any 

woman could be called upon 
to make, which of two husbands 
to keep, Mrs. Helen Zuhars Goad 
MacDowell remains in seclusion 
here at the home of her parents, 
awaiting the return of the man 
of her choice, Lt. Harold Goad, 
27-year-old Army Air Corps pilot, 
her first husband whom the War 
Department had pronounced “of- 
ficially dead,” after a year's dis- 
appearance in the Burmese jun- 
gies. 

But the pretty 23-year-old blonde 
said she would take no immediate 
steps toward annulment of her 
marriage to her second husband, 
Ens. Robert MacDowell, of Sau- 
gerties, N. J.. whom she married 
last December, 14 months after 
Goad’s bomber had burst into 
flames during a mission over Jap- 
anese territory. 

Since May 11 when she arrived 
here from Long Beach, Cal., she 


has been at the home of her par- - 


ents, Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Zuhars, 
resting from her ordeal and re- 
maining aloof from callers, 

Goad, who was liberated as a 
Japanese prisoner several weeks 
ago when the British captured 
Rangoon, hopes to be home soon 
and has informed his wife that 
he is anxious to resume their 
marital life where they left off. 

His first acceptance of this mod- 
ernized Enoch Arden situation 
was not quite as sanguine. On a 
hospital cot in Rangoon, he tried 
to read between the lines of a 
cablegram from his wife, restrict- 
ed to the permissible 20 words, 
which said: 

“Darling, am so glad to hear 
you are alive. Will see you soon. 
I love you with all my heart.” 

He told reporters, “I thought I 
could take anything but this is 
tougher than anything I have been 
through.”

Dowell, who is on the Pacific, at 
sea both literally and figuratively, 
and perhaps still unaware of the 
triangle in which he is involved.

Goad was one of the first pilots 
to join the Army Air Forces. 
While still employed at Marting’s 
he started studying aviation in 
his spare time at a flying school 
at Raven Rock Airport here and 
graduated from the school in 1941. 

Because he passed his mental 
and physical examinations with 
flying colors, the Air Force wawed 
the usual two-year college require- 
ment for cadets and sent him to 
Maxwell Field, Ala. for flight 
training in September, 1941, then 
to Foster Field, Victoria, Tex. 

He and Helen were married 
April 21, 1942, and he received his 
wings and second lHeutenancy 
eight days later. A few days 
later he was assigned to Sebring, 
Fla., for advanced bomber train- 
ing. Helen went along with him 
and stayed until the following 
January when he was sent over- 
seas. 

On Oct. 14, 1943, she received 
the War Department’s notifica- 
tion that he was missing in a 
crash in Burma. Airmen in 
Goad’s squadron on the same mis- 
sion wrote to her during the next 
few months and told her what had 
happened. The B-24 had caught 
fire and Goad .had dropped out 
of formation so as not to endan- 
ger the others. Then the plane 
exploded in a blinding ball of 
flame; of the three parachutes 
seen to emerge, one caught fire 
and the other two were machine- 
gunned. There wasn’t a chance 
that he had survived, they told 
her. 

A year later, on Oct. 31, 1944, 
she was notified that he was pre- 
sumed dead by the War Depart- 
ment. Memorial services were 
held at the James Dickey Post, 
American Legion hall here, and 
the flyer’s wife received “post-

He and two other members 
of the crew were machine-gunned 
on their way down but weren't 
hit. 

They were taken prisoner by the 
Japanese but were never reported, 
since the Japs are not particu- 
larly co-operative about litsing the 
names of captives. Kept on short 
rations, they were sick and ex- 
hausted when rescued. 
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News of his rescue brought a 
mixture of joy and bewilderment 
to the Goad and Zuhars house- 
holds here.

ALE STORM, neighbors, 
G isn’t a prediction by the 

Los Angeles Weather Bu- 
reau. She's an up-and-coming 
movie starlet whom wags 
around these parts have called 
“Monogram’s one-girl stock 
company.” The wags aren't so 
far wrong at that. The Storm, 
a 23-year-old girl from Texas 
with a seemingly eternal “kid 
sister” face, is one of the assets 
of the Monogram film factory, 
where she is featured in sev- 
eral pictures a year dealing 
with everything from the juve- 
nile-delinquent problem to psy- 
chological horror and the love 
life of sailors. 

Gale, the boys in the studio 
publicity department informed 
us, has the choice role of her

Gale came to Hollywood 
when she was 17.

Former St. Louisan, Whose Latest 
Book Is Audacious Story of Her 
Life in China, Is More Interested 
in Future Than in Colorful Past.

NEW YORK, May 19. 
HE interview with Emily 
Hahn was in two installments. 
After a couple of hours spent 
pursuing her from parlor to bed- 
room to nursery in her eleven- 
room home while she reminisced, 
explained nursery rhymes to her 
baby daughter, discussed some 
Oriental art objects and touched 


lightly on other distracting sub- 
jects, the first interview was ad- 
journed and the visitor made a 
dizzy departure, 


Awaiting Miss Hahn’s arrival on 
the next trip, her secretary abrupt- 
ly interrupted a desultory chat by 
exclaiming: 


“Oh, excuse me. I must go up 
and see the chimpanzee.” 


“Why, of course. Naturally,” 
the visitor replied. By that time 
he would not have been startled 
if he found the house swarming 
with Hottentots, each playing 
“God Bless America” on a zither. 

A lot of St. Louisans should re- 
call Emily and her family, al- 
though a great many eventful 
years have passed since she moved 
with them to Chicago in 1920 when 
she was 15 years old. Just to hit 
a few of the high spots, this once 
shy youngster who played almost 
unobserved for many years around 
the lots near Kingshighway and 
Fountain avenue, is now the high- 
ly attractive and widely discussed 
author of several successful books, 
having reached literary maturity 
in China where she shared the 
fascinating life in white settle- 
ments on the China Coast and saw 
the rising threat and ultimate con- 
quest of the Japanese invader. 
Within this frame of pleasure and 
suffering, she underwent experi- 
ences in a seven-year interval that 


would constitute several lifetimes 
for an ordinary person. 


But neither Miss Hahn’s best 
friend nor her severest critic 
would think for one minute of 
calling her an ordinary person. In 
her latest book, an autobiography 
entitled “China to Me,” she has 
given an audacious account of her 
life in the Orient, almost as ex- 
citing and intriguing as Shanghai 
itself—an eventful career made 
even more unconventional by the 
ruthless finger of war that ripped 
aside the protecting garments of 
her private life. Some of her 
earlier adventures are almost as 
unique, if not as uninhibited. 

To the Japanese conquerors, 
“Mickey” as Emily is known to 
her friends, was an international 
situation all by herself. In -the 
first place, she never relinquished 
her American citizenship (an ex- 
tremely valuable asset in the occu- 
pied area before Pearl Harbor) to 
which she had clung stoutly after 
her marriage to Sinmay, a Chinese 
writer and dilettante. 


“I have never been married,” 
Miss Hahn said, when the subject 
inevitably popped up on ohe of the 
rare occasions that the conversa- 
tion was interrupted and the inter- 
view resumed. ‘The ‘marriage’ to 
Sinmay was strictly a business ar- 
rangement to eliminate certain in- 
ternational complication.”

Although she has not heard from 
Maj. Boxer since the last word of 
his safety reached her 
months before she was repatriated 
in December 1943, Miss Hahn said 
she is fairly confident that he has 
not been executed as reported in 
March. A smilar rumor reached 
her earlier, she said, and inquiry 
disclosed it was false. 

“T have reason to believe he’s 
still getting food packages sent to 
him by his friends,’ she_ said. 
“When a prisoner is dead or re- 
moved to another prison secretly, 
at least one article in the package 
is returned to the sender. I don't 
think this has happened in our 
case yet.” 

Although Miss Hahn moved from 
St. Louis at an early age, her fam- 
ily was long established there. 


“Her parents, the late Isaac New- 


ton Hahn and the former Miss 
Hannah Schoen, maintained a 
home at 4858 Fountain avenue, 
where they raised Emily and her 
brother and _ sisters, Emanuel, 
Rose, Dorothy, Helen and Jose- 
phine. Emily was crippled at 
birth, and wore braces until she 
was two or three years of age.

T seems to me that each season 
| of the year brings certain things 

for which we can be thankful. 
Right now, for example, the straw- 
berries are getting ripe while 
we're still cutting asparagus and 
this, as far as I am concerned, is 
the gourmet’s paradise. Mama set 
out a hundred or so strawberries 
for rock garden plants last year 
and the bees have been busy at 
their blossoms all spring. Now all 


we have to do in the mornings is. 


to fill a bowl with cream and su- 
gar and step out onto the terrace 
and drop the berries into the 
bowl. It’s quite a system. 


Our asparagus bed has an irre- 
sistible attraction for the hens, 
whenever we let them out, but we 
manage to cut enough for supper 
every other day and the rest we 
supply by picking up a few bunch- 
es along the road from some of 
our neighbors who grow it for the 
market. One forgets, between sea- 
sons, how good these home-grown 
vegetables can be. Then aspara- 
gus-time comes along and I go to 
work to get the whole garden 
planted. 

The other day we got down into 
the garden along about mid-morn- 
ing, started up thé tractor and 
went at it. The tomato plants were 
set out and then we planted onion 
sets, spinach, and lettuce (which 
were second plantings), beets, 
cress, parsley, and radishes. Then 
we picked enough strawberries for 
supper and the first mess of spin- 
ach and onions for creaming. The 
bees were busy among the berry 
blossoms and seemed particularly 
to favor the blackberries which 
are in full bloom right now. But 
I even noticed them on the peas 


which I believe are blooming bet- - 


ter than any year since we’ve been 
at Possum Trot Farm.

His cousin, the chat, is both the 
largest of the warblers and the 
comedian of the entire clan. If 
you start looking for him, he’s 
almost sure to hide so that you 
can’t find him.

Off the Records

UGENT ORMANDY and the 
E Philadelphia Orchestra have 

recorded another version of 
the Brahms E-Minor Symphony, 
thereby joining a large and dis- 
tinguished group of conductors, 
living and dead, who have regis- 
tered their interpretations of this 
massive work. Ormandy was ob- 
viously impressed with the dra- 
matic aspects of this music, but 
in pointing up the drama, particu- 
larly in the first and fourth 
movements, he emloyed occasional 
retardandos and accelerandos 
which took something away from 
its stately grandeur. 

All indications in the score sug- 
gest that the whole symhony 
should move at an unchanged and 
unrelenting pace. Certainly it is 
unnecessary to make any changes 
of tempo in order to make evident 
its shifting moods. Brahms has 
taken care of this himself. Or- 
mandy’s outwardly applied excite- 
ment therefore tends to minimize 
the weight and size of a work 
that is heroic in scale and should 
be so projected. The recording is 
brilliant, but the middle and lower 
instruments do not come through 
as well as those in the upper level 
(Columbia, 5 records). 
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MOZART: “Jupiter” Symphony. 

Bruno alter’s emotionalism 
sometimes leads him into distor- 
tions of phrase and line that de- 
stroy the very effort he is trying 
to create. The music becomes 
weak instead of tender, over- 
stuffed instead of rich. When his 
mental controls are working how- 
ever, his results are profoundly 
moving, because both the depth 
of his feeling and the nobility of 
his intention are in evidence. 

His interpretation of the “Ju- 
piter” Symphony is one of his suc- 
cessful efforts (Columbia, 4 rec- 
ords). The New York Philhar- 
monic Orchestra which he directs 
in this performance has a rich 
sustained tone and gives a finely 
paced, animated and significant 
reading. The first and the last 
movements have a quality of ex- 
citement that cannot be achieved 
by mechanical tricks but only 
through fine and carefully 
wrought phrasing and unremit- 
ting continuity in the line. 
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BERNSTEIN: On the Town. 

This album is a compilation of 
vocal and orchestral numbers 
from Bernstein’s Broadway hit. 
As this show is still holding the 
boards against fairly celebrated 
competition, one must assume that 
the public has given its approval. 
It is obvious from these records, 
however, that Bernstein is not 
just another Broadway composer. 
The instrumental and harmonic 
sauces with which this music is 
garnished turns it into a very so- 
phisticated dish. 

Frequency of modulation and 
the highly diversified instrumen- 
tal coloring make the music a 
little less direct than it ought 
to be for its particular purposes. 
Bernstein has a genuine lyrical 
gift, with perhaps too much virtu- 
osity. It’s all very smart but 
somehow it doesn’t hit the spot. 

The vocal and choral numbers 
by the members of the cast are 
all well done. The choruses are 
directed by Robert Shaw and the 
whole recorded performance was 
conducted by Bernstein himself. 
(Victor, four records.) 
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FRONT POPULAIRE. 

There is no reason why Rise 
Stevens or any other high-priced. 
diya whom the recording com- 
panies can lure from the purlieus 
of the Metropolitan, should not 
sing the music of the popular 
theater. The only thing wrong 
with Miss Stevens, to judge from 
her latest venture in this field, 
is that she doesn’t seem to be 
able to put it over.

Then I ran into Marthe Errolle, the light opera star who was 
throwing notes nightly over at the Chase Club, and she said, “I’m 
hungry. Are you? Carol’s tossing blintzes tonight.” The dance 
team of Blair and Dean mopped their brows, coming off the 
floor at the Chase after their show, and in passing, said “See 
you outside a couple of blintzes later.” They seemed awfully 
excited about it all, like kids on their way to a picnic.

: THREE PINTS OF SOUR cream tucked underneath my 
arm, I stood in the doorway of the Crystal Terrace and watched 
Caro] giving forth with her last show. Nan, standing there too, 
told me she and Caro] had been slaving their “fingers to the 
bone” all day getting the blintz feast ready. “All they'll need 
is the sour cream to pour over them when they come off the 
pan.” For the sak®of the record, a blintz is a kind of Russian 
pancaké, You can no more describe it than you can translate 
the word “nitchevo,” which means “nothing,” according to the 
dictionary. You make a blintz as much with the fairy tales 
your mother told you as a child as you do with ingredients you 
get with or without ration points. Miss Bruce didn’t look as 
though she knew how to make blintzes or had slaved her fin- 
gers to the bone. Possessed of a face that can easily outstare 
any mirror, as you can see from the photo in this column, and 
of a figure that can obviously do the same, she looked as though 
she'd simply come out of a bandbox before the show and would 
go back into it, suntan that makes her look like a better hunk 
of golden-fried chicken, evening gown, and all. She sang her 
songs, took her applause.

AINTINGS of American birds by 

Athos Menaboni, whose work 

pleases naturalists by its attention 
to detail and artists and the public 
generally by its charm of color and 
composition, are on exhibition at the 
City Art Museum. Menaboni, born in 
Italy, came to this country after the 
first World War, now lives and works 
on a five-acre bird sanctuary near At- 
lanta, Georgia. His birds are painted 
in thin, transparent oils from speci- 
mens, most of them alive, with the 
minimum of background necessary 
for a setting. 

His originals always are life size. 
For strict accuracy, Menaboni once 
counted the breast feathers of an owl 
before painting it. By special permis- 
sion of national and local conservation 
authorities, he may shoot one pair of 
any kind of bird at any season—a 
privilege he uses only when unable to 
trap or buy the specimens. About 30 
of his paintings will be shown here 
through May 28.

HE kind of thinking desired in planning 
the development of the _ riverfront 
memorial to Thomas Jefferson's Louisi- 

ana Purchase and the winning of the West 
is illustrated by these sketches. They were 
made for sponsors of the project by Hugh 
Ferriss of New York, the distinguished 
consultant and architectural illustrator. 

The sketches are not intended to be a 
finished plan, but only a demonstration of 
one sort of treatment which might be un- 
dertaken by an architect. The nsors, 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial 
Association, are raising a $225,000 fund for 
an architectural competition for design of 
the memorial, open to qualified persons 
throughout the Western Hemisphere, with a 
first prize of $25,000. The purpose of Fer- 
riss' drawings is to arouse interest and 
point the way, but not to delimit ideas. 

Ferriss, a native of St. Louis and graduate 
of Washington University, specializes in de- 
signs for civic architectural developments. 
He spent several days here recently at the 
association's invitation, to study the 40- 
block site, which extends from Eads Bridge 
to Poplar street, between Third street and 
the river, with a westward branch including 
the historic Old Courthouse. 

It is not a fantastic dream that Ferriss 
offers, but a realistic conception of a park 
of simple dignity and beauty, with struc- 
tures devoted to the continuing expansion of 
American life and civilization. He has as- 
sumed what all civic leaders contemplate— 
that the downtown district would be an- 
chored to the memorial with sightly, but 
utilitarian buildings privately erected on 
the west side of Third street. The design 
takes into account the city’s plan, now un- 
der engineering preparation, for shifting the

riverfront elevated railroad line to a three- 
track tunnel under widened Third, -with an 
underground express highway alongside. 

The central feature of Ferriss’ plan would 
be a mall straight from the river to the Old 
Courthouse. Ferriss suggests that at the 
river end there be a heroic statue of Jeffer- 
son, facing towards the West he opened. 
Midway, he places a huge globe of bronze 
segments representing lines of latitude and 
longitude and outlines of continents; its pole 
would incline to the north star. The mall 
would be bordered, north and south, by 


water colonnades—48 simple fountains, one . 


for each state. 

A row of detached buildings along the 
northern, western and southern borders of 
the site is suggested by Ferriss, including 
two colonnaded units for historical exhibits, 
flanking the globe symbol. He envisions 
14 structures for permanent exhibits— 
municipal, State, Federal and international; 
trade, commerce, industry and labor; ap- 
plied sciences such as medicine, healt 
education, housing and social service; ap- 
plied arts, a planetarium and an amphi- 
theater. These buildings would have uni- 
formly plain and solid exterior walls, with 
large courtyards where a great variety of 
architectural design could be employed. 

Ferriss shows, in a _ cross - sectional 
drawing, how thé proposed large public 
parking space could be located underneath 
the plaza level, with shuttle bus service to 
the downtown district. He also has in mind 
a station to serve trains to the east and 
north and interurban and transcontinental 
busses. Third street is to be a link in the 
er ms inter-regional highway system. 

hile the memorial is being presented 
as a project of national importance on a 
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site of historic significance, the sponsors 
also are stressing its value in rejuvenating 
downtown St. Louis. They have called on 
downtown business and property interests 
to contribute to the design competition fund 
and the Associated Retailers, representing 
60 department and specialty stores, has 
announced a pledge of $55,000. 

In order to keep up retail business and 
preserve property values and tax values 
downtown, it is generally agreed that the 
district must be revitalized. There is wide- 
spread belief that the combined features 
of the riverfront plan will accomplish this. 
The presence of the memorial is counted 
on to halt the westward trend, and the high- 
way plan, connecting with Third street, is 
intended to facilitate movement in and out 
of the district. 

As a feature of the project, one which 
would add to its attractiveness, the spon- 
sors urge inclusion of riverside cafes, 
where people could eat, drink and lounge, 
close to the Mississippi. Ferriss has out- 
lined such a place in modernistic style, but 
has pictured it as something for later dé- 
velopment—after the river's periodic floods 
are under control. 

He pictures as an adjunct an airport fac- 
ing the memorial, on the East St. Louis side, 
where now there are freight houses and 
waste lands. ‘Fast amphibious vehicles,” 
he says, might connect the two projects. 

The memorial site is owned by the Gov- 
ernment, under control of the National Park 
Service. It was cleared before the war. 
There remains an authorized but unissued 
city bond issue of $5,250,000 which may be 
used in carrying out development, if 
matched at the ratio of three to one by 
Federal funds.
